Senate. 


The Silver Men Ably Denounce the 
Conspiracy Against the Bil- 
ver Law. 


Three Hundred Thousand Dollars 
Voted to Patch Out the 
White House. 


The House Attempts to Handle the Elect- 
oral-Count Danger, and Fails 
Dismally. 


A Small Caucus of Republican 
Representatives Held to 
Debate a Tax Bill, 


Fancy Prices Offered to See Guiteau Hanged

Commission Oonfirmed. 


THE SENATE. 
THE BANKERS’ BILL FAILS TO GET THROUGH 
THE SENATE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasmisdrox, D. C., June 2.—The Bank- 
Charter bili was pot passed in the Senate today, 
as was the intention. The fear expressed yes- 
terday that the speech of Senator Sherman on 
the silver question would prove a firebrand was 
realized. The supporters of the silver dollar. 
who beyond question are a majority in both 
Houses of Congress, justly resented Mr. Sher- 
man's speech as uncalled for under the circum- 
stances and as unjustified by the facts. As Sen- 
ator Hill, of Colorado, showed in the debate to- 
‘day, the sinister results predicted from the ro- 
monetization of silver have not been realized, 
notwithstanding the administration of, the Sil- 
ver-Dollar law has 
ALWAYS BEEN IN UNFRIENDLY HANDS. 
Particularly was it unnecessary at this stage 
of the session, when so little time remains, to 
bring about a sitver discussion. The supporters 
of silver bad no disposition to force such a dis- 
cussion, but would have been satisfied with 
votes, after brief explanations, upon their 
amendments. Mr. Sherman chose, however, to 
open the whole controversy by an aggressive, 
defiant speech, which could not de interpreted 
in any Other manner by the friends of silver 
than a direct challenge. The friends of the 
Bank-Charter bill agree in the opinion that 
Sherman's speech was extremely unwise. The 
consequence was that when the bill was reached 
today several gentlemen were ready to discuss 
THE SILVER QUESTION, 
It is understood that Mr. Allison, in charge of 
the bill, and Mr. Coke, who has insisted that sil- 
ver certificates shall be placed upon an equality 
with gold, have come to an aysreement upon an 
amendment the effect of which may be to 
avoid a further extended discussion of the silver 
question, but that is not certain. Mr. Allison in- 
dicated today a desire to have incorporated in 
Sec. 12 of the bill, as telegraphed last night, the 
words * silver certificates.” Those wo desire 
that silver and gold coin and cergifvates shall be 
placed on an equality maintain, however, that 
without changing the language in this section 
the amendment proposed by Mr. Allison would 
be misleading, as it would still leave it discre- 
tionary with the Secretary of the Treasury 
whether or pot silver certificates should be 
counted asa part of the lawful reserve of Na- 
tional banks, and be accepted in the settlement 
of clearing-bouse balances. 
THE REASON WHY THIS 
TAINED 
is, that the language of the amendment pro- 
vides that such certificates may be counted as 
the legal reserve, and may be accepted ip the 
settlement of clearing-bouse balances.” The 
polut was well made t the use of the word 
„ may by an Administration hostile under any 
circumstances to the use of silver would have 
the effect practically to prevent any such use of 
silver certificates. The friends of silver insist 
that the word “sbail’’ be substituted for the 
word may,” and the provision be mandatory 
instead of discretionary. The word “may” in 
every provision of law now existing affecting 
silver has uniformly been construed to the dis- 
advantage of silver. 


NO VOTE WAS TAKEN 


upon any amendment. Speeches were made by 
Beck, Vest, and Hul of Colorado, that of Hill 
being notably a strong one upon the silver ques- 
tion. Beck made some statements which de- 
serve publication. He said ta Senator e re- 
centiy drew his pay from the Sergeant-at- Arms 
partly in silver certificates; that the certificates 
were refused at a railway office in payment ot a 
ticket on the ground that National banks would 
not receive them on deposit,and the Senator 
was obliged to borrow money ino a distant town 
for hia fare. Mr. Beck made the very proper 
inquiry whether Congress 
OUGHT NOT TO COMPEL NATIONAL BANKS 

to cease to discriminate inst the silver dollar 
in any of its forms. Mr. Beck also made a se- 
rious charge against the Controller of the Cur- 
rency, to tne effect that he knowingly permitted 
the National- Banking law to be violated as to 
the overcertification of checks, and he became 
indignant at the administration of the Sulver- 
Dollar law by persons whom he called 


“THE IMPERIAL OFFICERS AT THE OTHER 
END OF THE AVENUE.” 
He insisted that the law now requires, or per- 
mits, the pgyment of the interest and principal 
of the pubiic debt in silver com, and that the 
administrative otticers evade the law by declin- 
ing to do this. Mr. Vest made one of his usual 
speeches in denunciauon of the National- Bank- 
ing law, and after a speech from Hiil, of Colo- 
rado, upon the general aspects of the silver 
question, which Sherman, who listened attentive- 
ly, pronounced the strongest argument in favor 
of silver that he had yet heard, the Senate went 
into executive session to confirm the Tariff 
Com missioners. 
SENATOR HILL, 
of Colorado, in the course of the discussion on 
the Bank-Charter bill, made a speech upon the 
general aspects ef the silver question, which 
Senator Sherman—a most radical opponent of 
bimetalism—pronounces gthe strongest argu- 
ment in favor of the silver dollar which he ever 
beard. Mr. Hill first reviewed the history of sil- 
ver legislation. He spoke of the benefits de- 
rived from continuing the coinage of silver, 
particularly in aiding to maintain it as a money 
metal. He showed that, in the interest of the 
debtor lass. it was indispensable to con- 
tinue the coinage. He made an ecxhaust- 
ive argument, based on the history of 
other countries which had sustained bi- 
metallism, to show that we could continue the 
coinage for almost ten years to come without 
danger of baving a depreciated silver coin rela- 
tively to gold. He als reviewod the action of 
the Treasury Department for the last four years 
ano showed that the views that Bad been beld 
regarding the danger from silver coinage bad 
NO FOUNDATION IN FACT. 


Mr. Hill proved that by the defeat of the amend- 
mrnt .authorizing a temporary suspension of 
coinage under certain circumstances in its mild- 
eat form by a decisive vote the Senate believed 
that there was no occasion to arrest the coinage 
of silver at the point of $100,000,000 whatever 
might be the market value between gold and 
silver bullion when that point was reached. 
Yet now, he said, when the amount of 
coinage has reached only about $116,000,000 
the proposition is gravely made to suspend al- 
together. Mr. Hill believed that the country is 
in faver ot a more liberal policy respecting the 
coinage of silver, rather thao of further re- 
striction. He maintained that it was 
OF THE HIGHEST IMPORTANCE 

to retain silver as one of the money metals of 
the world, and that a contraction sufficient to 
put all the businessof the world on a gold basis 
means ruin, at least to the producing class. Mr. 
Hilti made the strong point that, if there was a 
discount of one—sixteenth of 1 per cent upon acy 
ot three descriptions of money—old, silver, or 
silver certificates—receivable for customs duties, 
the entire receipts of the New York Custom- 
House would consist of the 11 money 
which was obtainabie at a unt. There is

He asserted that the prosecution had 
gone outside the indictment after finding the 
Ftound sink beneath their feet when they had 
tailed to show any but purely genuine petitions 
relating to this route. Such petitions justiued 
Brady's order, even by their own showing. 

THE WHOLE DAY HAD BEEN WASTED, 
said Mr. Chandler, in trying to prove the order 
was criminally made, yet nothing frauduient 
had been produced. 

Totten argued that the entire charge, so far 
as it referred to this route, had been undeter- 
mined by the admission by the prosecution of 
the genuineness of the petitions upon which 
Brady's order was The order was the 
only criminal act set out., yet this admission 
fully justified it. It was time to stop taking 
evidence of this kind, and he wished the con- 
spiracy charge to be considered before hearing 
carriers and drivers upon something the Court 
could know nothing about. 

After long argument, Judge Wylie decided 
the question by remarking that a conspiracy 
would be established by circumstances smali in 
themselves, but of great combined force.

bim. He therefore overruled the objection. 

Exception was noted, and the hearing ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 


THE ARMY BILL, 


AN AGREEMENT REACHED WHICH KEEPS 
GEN. SHERMAN IN TWO YEARS. 

WASHINGTON, O. C., June 20.—The Conference 
Committee of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives reached an agreement this afternoon 
upon the Army Appropriation Dill which will 
doubtless be ratified by the two “Houses. The 
bill as agreed upon provides that from and after 
its ehactment “ when an officer bas served forty 
years, either as an ollicer or a soldier, in the 
regular or volunteer service, or both, he shall, 
if he make application therefor to the Presi- 
dent, be retired from active service and placed 
on the retired list, and when the officer is 64 
years of age he shall be retired from active serv- 
ice and piaced on the retired list; provided, that 
the General of the Army, when retired, shall be 
retired without a reduction in his current pay 
and allowances; and no act now in force sal 
be so construed as to limit or restrict the retire- 
ment of officers as herein provided tor.“ The 
clause known as the Bragg amendment, which 
exciuded the time of service on the retired list 
in computations tor longevity pay, is stricken 
out. ‘ne Senate amendment appropriating 
$100,000 tor the couctruction of an Army and 
Navy Hospital at Hot Springs, Ark., is agreed 
to. The ‘above were the only material points at 
issue between the Houses. The effect of the re- 
tirement clauses, as agreed to by the Conference 
Committee, will make the retirement of army 
officers compulsory at 64; optional with them at 
forty years’ service. 


DISAPPOINTED, 


FAILURES PREDICTED BY THE WHISKY MEN. 
Special to Globe- Democrat. 

WasninoTon, D. C., June 19.—The whisky 
men here predict numerous failures among the 
banks and whisky manufacturers that have 
produced without prior contracts for the sule of 
goods. On the greater proportion of the whisky 
manufactured the banks advaoced from $15 to 
$20 per barrel above the tax, and, witb an over- 
stocked market, their chances to realize on sales 
are slim, from the fact that goods cannot readily 
be disposed of except at a sacrifice. The banks 
would be willing to make the advance 
on whisky was there an extended bonded 
period, because the goods would then be cer- 
tain of sale at stiff prices, the result of the 
demand. As things exist, the product 
exceeds the demand by about 4,000,000 gailons, 
which goes begging for a sale and makes an un- 
certain product to advance the usual amount 
per barrel upon. The manufacturers who turn 
out whiskies that are contracted for of course 
suifer no loss, but those who have made large 
excesses upon which the tax must be paid cai- 
not afford to sell at a great loss, ana the 8. 
therefore, become a burden and dead in tho 
market. The whieky representatives here 
acknowledge Senator Windom's speech, which 
he made against the bill, as a powerful argu- 
ment, but insist that be bases bie argument 
upon bearsay evidence, which is not admissibie 
in the courts, and upon the belief that whisky- 
drinking is going to cease aitowether.

SIXTY-NINE 8O FAR AND SK OR SEVEN 
DYING. 

Des Mois, ta., June 2.—The death-list of 
the cyclone foots up forty-one at Grinneil, 
seventeen at Malcom, and eleven at outside 
points. Six or seven more are dying at Grinnell, 
and there are 120 cases of wounded, half of them 
very seriously. The entire death- roll is sixty- 
nine, and it will probably reach 100. Fifty of the 
homeless victims have lost everything they had.

FREAKS. 
WHAT A FUNNEL CAN DO WHEN IT WANTS TO. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Des Moines, June 20.—No person would de- 
lieve were they told of the marvelous caprices 
of a cyclone, [t can only be realized by observa- 
tion; even then the senses are staggered. Prot. 
Myer, the old Bigngl Service Observer, has 
given a theeory of their movements which 
are confirmed by facts. it moves in 
funnel shape, with gyrating motion, 
making a large or small circle, and then per- 
forming a loop or quarter circle, each 00 feet, 
and in this quarter, or small circle, lies the ter- 
rible power defying everything on the face of 
the earth to withstand. The cyclone which 
struck Grinneil on Saturday started apparently 
seven mijes northwest, and with rocking 
motion came bounding in a large swirl 
until it struck the northwest part of 
the city, when a loop was formed, 
sucked everything into its vortex for a space of 
fifty rods wide and one-fourth mile long. What- 
ever lay in this track was demolished. Houses, 
large and small, with everything in them, were 
tora up and crushed to splinters and fragments, 
and strewn over the earth along the track. 
THERE WAS NO WIND TO CARRY THEMAWAY. 
Buildings standing just ut the edge of the loop 
were lifted from the foundation, twisted out of 
shape or turned over. The contents were 
sucked out and the rooms left bare, 
even the carpets being torn from the floors, 
People were forced out of their houses with ter- 
rie force. One man was carried across two 
streets, over houses, through a window, and 
landed on a bed. Another was sucked out of his 
house, carried several rods, and lodged in a tree. 
A man named Rice, outside of Grinneil, 
and his iittie boy were biown out of 
the house and into a deep well. He 
climbed out, pushing his little boy before bim. 
One house was whirled around, and a heavy tim- 
ber foreed completely through it, the furniture 
and contents torn out, 

EXCEPT A GLASS LAMP AND GLOBE, 
which bung wnbarmed in the parior; not a 
vestige of auything else being left in the room. 
At another bouse, wrecked and devastated, the 
clock alone stood on the mantel, the hands 
pointing at 8:48, the probable moment fhe 
blast struck it, and this time is confirmed by the 
watch of the student who leaped from a college 
window, and which stopped at 8:45. At another 
place where there was nothing left to denote a 
residence but the cellar, a mirror unharmed was 
standing against the cellar wall,the only un- 
broken article that could be found. At 
L. C. Phelps’ bouse, himself and family of five 
persons attempted to go down cellar, but the 
suction closed the doors so they could not open 
them, and although the house was de- 
molished except this room, they escaped. 
Mrs. F. Taylor was carried from herown house 
and landed in the débris of the house of Mr. 
Graham. Her house was littie damaged, but 
she was fatally burt. Mrs. Griswold and ber son 
were blown from their house, but in opposit di- 
rections.

carried sixty rods, and dropped dead. One 
family in Grinnell were sitting together in a low 
room when the house was taken from over their 
heads, carried off, and crusbed in one direction, 
and in a moment after they were whirled away 
in another direction.

nephew of the President, was in front of Prof. 
Chamberlain's bouse with a span of horses and 
carriage. He grasped a tree andheidon. The 
catriage was whirled away and torn in splinters, 
the harness stripped from the horses, the horses 
lifted into the air, and one dropped dead several 
rods away. The other bas not been found. 
Large trees were broken near the ground, and 
the upper twisted one way around the trunk 
while a few feet distant the process was exactly 
reversed.

was in the southeast chamber. He started with 
his son to go down cellar when the whole of that 
side of the house was carried off, leaving the re- 
mainder but little damaged. He and his son 
leaped to the ground. In the tops of some trees 
was forced a new phaeton 60 tightly that it can 
only be cut out. It was doubled into a roll, and 
must have dropped there when the trees were 
bent downward. Horses and cows bad timbers 
and splinters driven into their bodies. 
Feiloes and tires of wagon wheels were 
to be seen with the hub and spokes gone. 
At one place where only could be seen the mud- 
colored débris of a dwelling which had evidently 
been one of refinement and culture, the only 
thing left to evidence the fact was a beautiful 
untaruished rose in full bloom, a marvel in such 
surroundings. One man who was hurrying to 
protect his home, but too late, threw his arms 
around a tree, and while there a horse and car- 
riage were thrown over him and dashed to the 
earth beyond. 
TWENTY-SEVEN LOADED CARS 
on the Central Road which had just come into 
the station from the north were struck in a loop 
of the whirl and turned over into the ditch to- 
ward the west, or face of the storm. The 
locomotive was lifted from the track and set on 
the ties right side up, while one mile east, a 
west-bound freight-train in motion was keeled 
over to the cast, and the conductor, J. Diegzan, 
and W. H. Fry, brakeman, were killed. In 
some houses every inmate was killed or 
burt, yet the house left, while the next 
bouse and its contents were utterly destroyed 
and broken into fragments, yet the inmates not 
seriously hurt. Thousands of instances of the 
marvelous caprices of this gyrating storm could 
be related. Tue victims know nothing of any- 
thing except their own experience. It was all 
over in three minutes, or before one could stop 
to think or act. It is discovered that over a 
space of four blocks, where every vestige of 
habitation is ground to pieces, the people saved 
their lives by fleocing to the cellar before the 
cioud- burst came. 
THE MOST OF THE DEAD 
were found where there were no cellars or they 
did not go to the cellar, It is therefore safe to 
assume that the cellar will be the quick resort 
hereafter on the approach of one of these 
besoms of destruction, beyond the power of the 
most fertile brult to describe. There is no 
safety in any building erected by man. Nothing 
ou the face of the earth can withstand the force 
of one of these monsters. A gentleman who 
witnessed the movement of the cloud, which 
could be done a few rods away, says

PLOWING GROUND OUT IN NEBRASKA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Lincouy, Neb., Jane 20.—The cyclone which 
swept over lowa made two or three attempts at 
devastation in Nebraska, but fortunately in un- 
settled portions of the State only. Along the 
Platte Kiver, in Butler County, is a stretch of 
country a mile long which was plowed 
up by the storm. Trees, grass, rocks, and 
all else in the way were torn up and scattered in 
every direction. Quite a numberof cattle was 
killed. Their bodies were tossed into the air 
like feathers and torn to pieces by the fury of 
the storm. No houses were demolished or ver- 
sons killed so far as ldarned. 


COUNTRY PLACES. 
IN STOREY COUNTY. 

Cepar Raprps, Ia, June 2.--Froma corre- 
spondent in Storey Couaty the following special 
tonight, dated Cambridge, was received, giving 
additional facts regarding the destruction in 
that section: “I have just returned from a 
ride of several miles along the track of the tor- 
nado that passed through Iowa Saturday nigbt. 
There were evidently four or five distinct hurri- 
caves, which finaily joined in forming the one 
that caused the Grinnell disaster. One passed 
about three miles south of Ogden, Boone 
County, and, from all accounts, it appears that 
it formed near there. It entirely demolished the 
residence of G. R. Kelly 

AT WALNUT GROVE, 

near Kelly Station, badly injuring Mrs. Kelly. 
Mr. Phillips’ bouse and other buildings were 
totally destroyed, being torn into pieces and the 
boards broken into splinters. Mr. Robs lost bis 
barn and several of bis cattle were hurled into 
the air, and, atter being carried quite a distance, 
were dropped to the ground dead. From there 
the tornado crossed Skunk River, demolishing 
every building on the farm of 
Mr. Everett. It then took H. E. Mat- 
thews’ house bodily from its foundation 
and dashed it to the ground several rods dis- 
tant. The fine residence of Ira Barker and his 
barns were all completeiy destroyed, and in that 
vicinity it demolished the buildings of farmers 
Chapman, Tooker, Carrington, Whitney, Hem- 
stock, and Mr. Thompson, whose two children 
were in the house when it was struck. Mrs. 
Hemstock was seriously and probably fatally in- 
jured, Mr. Hemstock had a leg broken and re- 
ceived other injuries. 

THE TORNADO WAS SEEN . 
some minutes before it reached the locality 
named, and many of the inhabitants ran out of 
its course while others went into their cellars, 
which accounts for the comparatively few deaths. 
Everything ia its pathway was completely 
ruined, and the damage to farm property in a 
distance of ten miles is estimated at $40,000. 
The path out by the tornado was about 600 feet 
wide, and wkerever it struck the ground crops 
are badly damaged. It seemed to scrape along 
the ground, revolving auguriike as it went, 
tearing everything from the surface. The 
largest trees were pulled out by the roots, 
and it appears as if the larger the 
tree, or anything else that was caught, the more 
advantageously and powerfully the tornado did 
its work. There is every indication that the tor- 
nado that struck Grinnell was the combined 
force of the smaller ones that formed from fifty 
to ninety miles west. Near Sheidahi, Stor 
County, two tornadoes were seen to pass about 
the same time as the one that did the damage in 
the vicinity of Walnut Grove. The weather bas 
been coid since the tornado, and in some places 
frost is reported. 

AN INTERESTING DESCRIPTION OF THE FUN- 
NELS, AS SEEN IN STOREY COUNTY- 

Des Mornes, la. June 2.—Reports from 
Storey County indicate further destruction west 
of Kelly. Mr. Clark and daughter were injured 
at Garden Prairie. Turner's house and barn 
were destroyed, and his house carried a mile and 
dashed to pieces. Roberts lost his barn, and 
three horses. George Lewis’ house was wrecked. 
He and his wife and daugbter held to a wire 
fence. Irving's barn and other buildings were 
wafted away. All accounts seem to indicate 
that the tornado originated in Boone County, 
having been seen but little further west ol there. 
Prof. J. M. Macomber, of the Agricultural 
College, put its commencement in the southeast 
corner of that county. After damaging the 
farm of Mr. Lewis it divided, one branch going 
north one and a half miles, tearing. Mr. Clark's 
house to splinters. Half a mile further on the 
houses of Warner and Roberts were compietely 
wrecked. South of Ames eight bead of cattle 
were torn all to pieces and twisted up in a wire 
fence. Wiekbam's house in this vicinity went 
next; then McFariand’s, and, half a mile fur- 
ther, Templeton’s. The width of the funnel, 
Macomber says, was 300 feet, tearing trenches in 
the ground from one to three feet deep 
and fifty feet in length, this in 
sod or a hard road, indiscrimi- 
nately. It is thought these trenches may have 
been plowed by the wrecks of houses.

SIXTY-NINE DEAD AND 500 WOUNDED, 
half of the latter grievousiy burt, and probably 
a fifth of them fatally. Over 300 families have 
bad their bomes totally destroyed, and there are 
now at least 1,500 homeless and in want. The 
loss in 2 will exceed $2,000,000, and may 
reach $3,000,000. In the Town of Grinnell alone 
over $400,000 im property was destroyed, 
on porte of which was a cent of insurance, as in 
the case of fires.

CAMPAIGN ADOPTED BY THE 

WIND-WHEEL. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Des Moines, Ia., June 20.—The reports which 
come in today from special messengers sent out 
at different points to trace the track of the cy- 
clone, afford means to make a complete map of 
its course. The storm gathered in the section 
from Dallas to Humboldt Counties. The two con- 
trolling currents of atmosphere, starting from 
there, worked their way southward and west of 

Moines River to Green County. In the 
meantime, several gyratory clouds were formed 
southeast of Gowrie, in Webster County, and 
passed in different directions, quickly ex- 
pending their force One of these 
whirled away to the northwest, passing 
west of Fonda, in Pocahontas County, and doing 
considerable damage to buildings and crops, and 
then disappeared. 

THE MAIN STORM-CLOUD © 

swung across the Des Moines River north of 
Ogden, and settled down to the earth in sections 
in Union County and in the southwest corner of 
Boone County. They then lifted and went due 
east to the east line of the county, swung south, 
dropped to the earth, passed between Sheldahl 
and heliey, in Storey County, thence southeast. 
FROM THE START, 
as seen from the north of Boone, there were 
two storm-clouds, one white, the other black., 
apparently contending with each other. The 
black cloud took the west course. The white 
cloud was bigh in the air and swung off to the 
east over Nevada, curved back to the west and 
south, uniting with the black cloud in the south 
part of Storey County, thence southenst, rising 
as it went, until near Kellogg, in Jasper County.

MILWAUKEE, June 20.—For the past few days

The number of strikers resuming 
their places is small, but the company officers 
report that applications are made daily; that 
skilled workmen from other cities, presumably 
strikers, are arriving, while a few men from 
here have guue elsewhere seeking employment.

A Whole Family in Denver, Colo., Poi- 
‘soned—Arsenic Piaced in the Water- 
Pipe of the Mouse—Ali Saved by 


Prompt Medical Assistance. 
Spectal LAspatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Denver, Colo., June 20.—A singular and mys- 
terious poisoning case was brought to light yes- 
terday afternoon by the sudden and early fatal 
illness of the family of James T. Potter, Road- 
master of the Denver, South Park & Pacitic 
Railroad. Yesterday morning Mr. Potter went 
to Dome Hock for the purpose of inspecting 
some ties recently purchased for the use of the 
road. He arrived at his destination about 9 
o' clock. and suddenly he was seized with raging 
pains in the back and head. He had not been 
eating any fooa outside of his régime, 
and was at 1 loss to understand 
the change of his feelings. With great 
effort be managed to stagrer to the shade of a 
neighboring tree, when he was taken with 
violent vomiting and purging. He finally suc- 
ceeded in reaching the station just in time to 
board the train for Denver. On the trip down 
the pains and vomiting continued without 
cessation. Through the kindness of some of bis 
friends at the depot he was placed in a carriage 
and sent to his rusidence. ere a sight met his 
eyes that foratime drove ail reason from his 
brain. Every room in the house was occupied 
by some member of the family circle 
all suffering lu the same manner as himself. His 
wife managed to reach ber husband and infortn 
bim of the facts. It seems that about tne iden- 
tical bour that Mr. Potter was attacked, Miss 
Dolly, a young lady employed by the family asa 
servant, complained of teeling unwell, and at 
Mrs. Potters suggestion left the kitchen and 
returned to her room. Nothing serious was ap- 
prehended ot this sudden attack on her part be- 
yond a temporary indisposition, until within the 
course of an hour one of the children bappened 
to pass Miss Wilson's door and was attracted 
by a desire to learn her condition. Opening 
the door the discovery was made that Miss Wil- 
sou was unconscious, her eyes open, staring va- 
cantly at space, while the pulsation of ber heart 
showed thut life was nearly extinct. At almost 
the same time Mrs. Bradford, a married daugb- 
ter, was seized with the same symptoms and was 
compelleq;to retire to ber room. lu a short time 
Mrs. Potter and ber four other children were 
seized with similar pains as first attacked Mr. 
Potter, and were compelled to seek relief in bed. 
The family remained in this neipless condition 
until the arrival of Mr. Potter, when bis wife 
ma to reach nim and repeated the strange 
occurrence of the day. About dusk a neighbor 
called and discovered the condition of the differ- 
ent members of the household.

The Condemned Man Never Broke Down 
Till He Retarned te His 
Cell. 


An Interview with the Doomed Man—His 
Denial of Guilt. 


The fifth and last day of the trial of James 
Tracy and Michael Rock for the murder of Po- 
lice Officer Huebner. was devoted entirely to ar- 
guments. Upon the convening of court in the 
morning, Mr. Longnecker, attorney for Michael 
Rock, made a verbal request that the court in- 
struct the jury that there had not been sufficient 
evidence produced against bis client to warrant 
any other than a verdict of not guilty. There 
was, he claimed, no legal evidence to sustain 
the indictment. The statements alleged to have 
been made by Tracy to Higgins in the hearing 
of Sauers were competent as to Tracy, but were 
not competent as to Rock, because he was not 
present at the time. Outside of this there was 
absolutely no evidence against Rock, save that 
he had been a whilom companion of Tracy, and 
he did not correspond to the description of the 
low-sized burglar who was the assasin’s accom- 
pliee. 

The Court, however, said that be would hear 
the State-Attorney’s argument before he took 
any action on this request, andin this way left 
the question to be first decided by that func- 
tionary. The opening was brief and to the 
point, lasting for barely fifteen minutes. The 
gist of it was incorporated in the following: 
“Against these alleged murderers of Jobn 
Huebner none of us bear the test personal 
hate or malice. We are here to arrive at the 
facts, to trample down the wrong, and to con- 
firm the truth by a fair verdict. It is my auty 
as the State’s- Attorney to follow and prosecute 
to the bitter end all persons whom I believe to 
be guilty of crime. Still, I am of the opinion 

there is not enough legal evidence 
hoid Michael for a conviction. 
therefore invite your attention to con- 
sider with me the case of James 
Tracy alone, who has been proven a wiliful 
murderer, and a man who was engages ina bur- 
giary and who shortly afterward fired a shot 
that hurled the sou! of Officer Huebner to eter- 
nity jong before its time, One of the men who 
committed the burgiary was the man who killed 
Jonn Huebner. Who was that man? We have 
presented before you four witnesses, unim- 
peached and unimpeachable, who have told you 
who the burglar was. They have no reason to 
deceive or make a lie. The two German women 
appear before you without fear and without fa- 
vor, point their fingers to James Tracy and 
swear solemnly that he is the man who com- 
mitted the burgiary in their very sightand pres- 
efice. No alibi set up by perjury can ever out- 
weigh the splendid idenfification of those two 
women. When Tracy was arrested and placed 
in jail two other men were confined there— 
James Higgins and Heury Sauers. Higgins was 
an old fmend and companion of Tracy. 
To him, in the hearing of Sauers, Tracy, 
rompted by «uilt and a knowledge of 
is great danger, conf the burglary 
and the murder. The two fundamental 
principies ot the evidence against Tracy are 
bis positive identification by the two women 
and his full confession to two of his fellow-pris- 
oners. Now,totbis fabric of evidence is op- 
posedan alibi. This eng: Tracy in the midst 
ofasingle family, whose members alone, all 
friends of the prisoner, testify of his presence, 
To this alibi a full and conclusive answer is the 
testimony of Officer Stift, who says that a few 
weeks after the murder Tracy told him and 
Otlicer Rohan that on the night of the murder he 
was in the house of Mr. Kock, the father of 
Michael Kock.“ 


IN CONCLUSION OF HIS OPENING ARGU- 
MENT 

Mr. Mills called attention to the fact that it was 
strange that all the witnesses for Tracy should 
belong to the same family, at least two mem- 
bers of which family were the intimate asso- 
ciates of the prisouer at the bar, but announced 
that he would reservea more elaborate re- 
view of thetestimouy for nis ciosing argument. 

Mr. Longnecker, whose turn it then was to ad- 
dress the Jury, repeated his request that the jury 
be instructed to acquit Rock for lack ot gvi- 

ence. 

The Court said he concurred in the opinion of 
State’s-Attorney Mills and counsel that there 
was not sufficient evidence to warrant the 
further holding of Rock, but in order that there 
might be no misunderstanding he would leave 
the case to be decided upon by the jury. All 
who concurred in the opinion were asked to tell 
by a show of hands, and immediately every hand 
wentup. The clerk was thereupon ordered to 
enter a verdict of not guilty as to . 
who was 2 ordered back 
to jail upon another indictment charging 
him with the burglary of Schwader's 
grocery at No. 3 Bauwans street. The evidence 
on this indictment is of course the same as ad- 
duced in the murder case, and a nollie pros. will 
no doubt be entered by the State’s- Attorney to- 
day, when Rock will walk forth a free man. As 
ne left the court-room yesterday bis eves were 
iit up with a peculiar twinkle, and a broad smile 
illuminated his countenance. It seemed as if he 
bad as little sympathy for bis tate partner in 
tribulation as the policemen who were engaged 
upon the prosecution. 

Mr. Salomon, aithough a young and compara- 
tively inexperienced attorney, followed in an 
argument which, barring one or two minor er- 
rors, would have done credit to any attorney 
practicing in the Criminal Court. He argued 
the case from every ibie phase, and dissect- 
ed the evidence of each witness piecemeal, 
never failing to perceive and take advantage of 
any point or flaw which would be at all bevefi- 
cial to his client. His speech was weil 
framed and couched in lan- 
guage, but was nevertheless tiresome be- 
cause of its extreme length. He spoke from 
shortly after 10 o'clock until 3:30, with an inter- 
mission at noou of only tifty minutes. The main 
point which he made was that if the killing was 
done in the manner delineated it was man- 
slaughter rather than murder. In conclusion, 
he made a violent attack upon the police depart- 
ment, and insinuated time and again that the 
State’s- Attorney had conspired with the police- 
men who had appeared in the case. He called 
upon the jury to make an example of such dis- 
graceful prosecutions as these for the benefit of 
their fetlow-citizens and themselves. He claimed 
to have impeached every witness who identitied 
Tracy, and called upon the jury to take no stock 
in the perjured statements of the convict Hig- 
gins and his cellmate Sauer. The McCann fam- 
ily who proved the alibi were, he maintained, un- 
impeached and unimpeachable.

MICHAEL DAVITT. 


He Was Last Night Greeted in Boston 
by a Large and Euthusiastic Audi- 
ence—Synopsis of His Speech. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, June 21.—The reception to Michael 
Davitt, the Irish agitator, in the great hail of 
the Mechanics’ Fair Building last night, was a 
spontaneous uprising of the Irish people of this 
city and its environs. He spoke to probably 
10,000 people. Ex-Mayor Prince presided. A 
letter was read from Mr. Parnell. Mr. Davitt 
said that the position of the American people in 
the Irish contest was a purely judicial une. 
They want the evidence of facts, and not of 
deciamatory accusations. Judged by its 
justice, social worth, political advantage, 
how will Irish land- 
lordism bear impartial criticism? Viewed from 
any one critical standpoint, what is the record? 
Diminishing populanon, extending destituuon, 
increasing pauperism, with periodical famine, 
complete stagnation of trade, miserable, un- 
healthy, one-roomed mud-cabins, incitement to 
agrarian crime and murder, with universal dis- 
content and disaffection. Putting the average 
reatal of land for the past eighty-one years at 
£10,000,000 sterling, there have been taken from 
the soil £810,000,000 by 10,000 or 15,000 persons. 
Side by side with this drain is that of 
the last five famines, which have swept away 
upward of 200,000 people. Again, examine by 
any test of its economic worth, the system of 
landlordism is found to be as compiete a failure 
as in political and social aspects. He speaks in 
regular order in New York City, Jersey City, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Buffalo, Providence, 
Worcester, Holyoke, and Troy.

THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 

We reproduce below the text of the bill 
introduced iuto the United States Senate by 
Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, to provide for 
the succession to the Chief Magistracy: 


Be t enacted, That, in the case of the re- 
moval, death, resignation, or inability of both 
the President and Vice-President of the United 
States, the Secretary of State; or if there be 
none, or in Case of nis removal, death. resigna- 
tion, or inability, then the Secretary of the 
Treasury; or if there be none, or in case of bis 
removal, death, resignation, or inability, then 
the Secretary of War; or if there be none, or 
ip case of his removal, death, resignation, 
or inability, then the Attorney-General; or 
if there be none, or in case of his re- 
moval, death, resignation, or inability, then 
the Postmaster-Geoeral; or if there be 
none, or in cuse of his removal, death, resigna- 
tion, or inability, then the Secretary of the 
Navy; or, if there be none, or in case of his re- 
moval, death, resiguu uon, or inability, then the 
Secretary of the Interior shall uct as Presideut 
Until the disability is removed, or until the end 
of the term for which the President whose 

lace shall bave been made vacant shall have 

een elected; such officer being — — to the 
Ollice of President under the Conostitudon and 
not under articies of impeachment by the House 
of Representatives of the United States at the 
time the otlice bad devolved upon him. 

Sec. 2. That the p ing section shall only 
be held to describe and apply to those officers 
Who shall have been appointed by the advice 
and consent of the Senate to the oifices therein 
named. 


The third section of the bill repeals the ex- 
isting laws which iodge the succession first 
in the President of the Senate, and next, if 
there be no such officer, in the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives. 

Mr. Hoar’s proposition, which.is substan- 
tially the same that was submitted by Mr. 
Garland some months ago, must commend 
itself to all who have given the subject 
proper thought. The dangers incident to 
the present system were made apparent at 
the time President Garfield was shot down. 
Congress was not in session, the life of the 
old Congress had expired, and the new Con- 
gress had not been organized. The Senate 
had adjourned without choosing a President 
pro tem., and there was no Speaker of the 
House. Had Vice-President Arthur died, 
resigned, or become incapacitated from any 
cause about the same time or shortly after 
the death of President Garfield, serious com- 
plications would have resulted. There would 
have been no person with authority to act as 
President, and the contest for the election of 
President of the Senate and Speaker of the 
House, in view of the succession of one or 
the other to the Chief Magistracy, might have 
become fierce and threatening. There would 
have been a condition of affairs favorable to 
intrigue, corruption, and even violence, and 
individual or factional ambition might have 
led to revolution and civil war. It is simply 
prudent to protect the country against the 
recurrence of any such peril. 

Aside from this principal consideration, 
which involves a total vacancy in the Presi- 
dential office, it is evident that neither the 
President of the Senate nor the Speaker of 
the House is the proper person to be invested 
with the succession to the Chief Magistracy. 
The political complexion of Congress may 
change every two years, and it has happened 
frequently that one or both Houses are polit- 
ically at variance with the President elected 
by the people. It would be an unjust nega- 
tion of the popular will to enable a political 
opponent, by reason of his membership of 
the House or Senate and the ascendency 
of his party in one or the other of 
those bodies, to succeed to the con- 
trol of the Government by the acci- 
dental death or inability of the President 
and Vice-President whom the people have 
elected to serve four years. ‘This contin- 
gency is always present under the operation 
of the existing laws; and the revolution in 
the Government which it menaces is scarce- 
Fly less appalling than the possibility that, 
when there shall be neither a President of 
the Senate nor a Speaker of the House, the 
office of President of the United States may 
be absolutely vacant, and become the object 
of corrupt intrigue or violent demonstra- 
tion. It may also be reasonably expected 
that a provision for succession extending 
down a long line of Cabinet officers will have 
the effect to protect the President and Vice- 
President from assasination and from fac- 
tional effort to impeach and remove them. 
Schemers against the existing Government 
would be aware that a removal“ of the 
chief officers, either by Guitean’s method or 
by form of law, would not result in the 
overthrow of the party and principles repre- 
sented by the Administration. 

In providing for the succession of Cabinet 
officers In the order in which the positions 
were created and folio their relative im- 
portance, there will be an enduring assur- 


} ance that in case of death or inability of the 
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men elected by the peopie the office will be 
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There is also a sense of fitness in the succes- 
sion of a Cabinet officer, since he is neces- 
sarily familiar with executive business and 
prepared by experience to carry on the ad- 
ministration of public affairs to a degree that 
cannot be expected of any one whose atten- 
tion has been devoted to legislation and the 
routine duties of Congress. During Presi- 
dent Garfield’s protracted prostration the 
Government proceeded almost without em- 
barrassment, because the Cabinet, fortunate- 
ly harmonious, remained intact and the Sec- 
retary of State practically directed Adminis- 
tration affairs. It will be wise, however, to 
provide for this course of events in time of 
necessity by law, in order that the peace and 
well-being of the country may not depend 
upon individual temper at a critical period. 

The Senate in its, present organization 
passed so promptly the rational and well- 
considered measure regulating the count of 
the Presidential vote (which has been 
neglected for four years by a Democratic 
Congress notwithstanding its importance) 
that there is reason to hope that this new 
measure, scarcely less necessary for the pro- 
tection of the Government against attempts 
at Mexicanization, will be allowed by general 
consent to become a law before the end of 
the present session. 


— — —— 
THE IMMIGRATION BILLS. 

The bills now before Congress regulating 
immigration from foreign countries are at 
once fair and important. Oneof them. Which 
has already passed both Houses, is designed 
to correct the abuses of the steerage in the 
transatlantic steamers. There is abundant 
evidence that men, women, and children 
have been treated more like brutes than 
human beings by the steamship companies 
which transport themto this country. They 
have been crowded into low, narrow, 
noisome quarters, without the slightest re- 
gard to health, comfort, or morals. The bill 
in question imposes stringent regulations as 
to space, ventilation, food, medical attend- 
anee, and the separation of sexes, and is the 
result of special investigation of prevailing 
hardships. A separate compartment is de- 
manded for unmarried female passengers, 
and other requirements are made which com- 
mon decency ought to prompt the steamship 
companies to comply with. The penalty of 
$50 per passenger for the violation of the 
Government rules is enough to guarantee 
the obedience of the companies if the in- 
spection be strict and honest. 

Another bill; which has been passed by the 
House of Representatives, and in which the 
Senate ought to concur without dissent, 
fixes a charge of 50 cents for each passenger 
not a citizen of the United States who fs 
brought from any foreign port, which is in- 
tended to defray the expenses of taking 
proper care of the immigrants after they are 
landed. It may be true that the people of 
New York can well afford to maintain Castle 
Garden, because the enormous immigration, 
first and last, pays them well: but if they de- 
cline to do so, their refusal does not justify 
the American Government in leaving the 
mass.of immigrants, ignorant of the lan- 

uage and customs of the country, to the 
mercy of the land-sharks who lay in wait for 
them upon their arrival. It is proper that 
the companies which bring them into the 
country should be made to contribute to their 
safe bestowal. This same bill furnishes the 
necessary authority for shipping back to the 
country whence they came the convicts, 
lunatics, idiots, and other persons unable to 
take care of themselves who would other- 
wise become public charges. This regula- 
tion is the only way to meet the recent prac- 
tice of certain European communities which 
have adopted the policy of sending their 
paupers, imbeciles, and vagabonds to Amer- 
ica in order to get rid of them. 

The system of regulating immigration will 
not be complete, however, until Congress 
shall have added to these bills the measure 
suggested by the Chicago health authorities, 
and approved by the Administration, which 
requires from every immigrant a certificate 
of successful vaccination, or, in lieu thereof, 
provides for their detention in quarantine at 
the expense of the steamship company for a 
sufficient time to secure successful vaccina- 
tion. ‘There is no longer the slightest doubt 
that small-pex, is kept alive in this country 
by the imporfation of the germs of disease 
from European communities where vaccina- 
tion is regarded with superstitious disfavor, 
and that universal vaccination will eradicate 
the foul disease if the importation thereof 
can be shut off. An intelligent Congress 
ought to be able to convince itself of this 
fact, and in such case there can be no excuse 
for a failure to provide the proper remedy. 

There is no occasion for apprehending 
from these various restrictions any material 
reduction in the tide of immigration. If 
such should prove to be the result the coun- 
try could stand it. The people of the United 
States will certainly be the gainers to the 
extent that confirmed paupers, idiots, imbe- 
ciles, and diseased persons shall be prohib- 
ited from landing on our shores to swell the 
number of those who live upon charity and 
who spread disease. Indeed, there could be 
a great reduction in the number of able- 
bodied men at this time without injury to 
the country, since flagging industries, sus- 
pended enterprises, striking cohorts, and the 
increase in the cost of living have combined 
to make further accessions to the laboring 
classes of doubtful expediency. 


THE HERO OF THE EGYPTIAN CRISIS. 

In view of the important position which 
Arabi Bey has taken in the present Egyptian 
crisis, or, to state it more exactly, in view of 
the fact that he has precipitated upon the 
European Powers oné of the most delicate 
and difficult phases of the Eastern question 
with which they have ever had to deal, any- 
thing concerning him will be of interest, for 
it is now quite certain that Europe has 
changed its mind concerning him. no longer 
setting him down for a charlatan or mere 
military adventurer, but recognizing the fact 
that he is a political leader of sagacity and 
extraordinary ability. The London Stand- 
ard’s Egyptian correspondent has made a 
close study of the man, and his observations 
throw considerable light upon this soldier 
who has so long held England and France at 
bay. 

He is not an Arab, as is generally supposed, 
but an Egyptian of the purest type, strongly 
resembling in his lineaments those shown by 
the pictures found on the walls of the 
ancient tombs. Ile is the son of a Sheikh, 
and claims to be a lineal descendant of the 
Prophet through his daughter Fatima. He 
was born in 1559, and after studying for a 
time at the El Azhar University entered the 
military school in Cairo, which he left after 
four years of study as a Lieutenant. He first 
came into public notice when charges were 
preferred against him, in Ismail Pasha’s 
time, which led to his discharge from the 
army. After a long investigation he was re- 
stored and was subsequently elevated to the 
rank of Colonel. He served in Abyssinia 
with distinction, but was more remarkable 
for his great personal influence over men 
than for his military skill. He is well read 
not only in Arabie but in Turkish and En- 
glish literature, is of a religious tempera- 
ment, mild in his disposition, and humane. 
In his domestic relations he belongs to the 
new school of Mohammedans,and has but oue 
wife, with whom he lives very affectionately. 
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ner, it is said that even since he has become 


Minister he lives in the plainest style, and the 


furniture ot his reception-room would not 


bring $5 at public auction. 

Such is a brief sketch of the Home-Ryler 
of Egypt. He has not only a great influence 
with the army, which follows him implicitly, 
but by his political skill and ability he has 
placed himself at the head of the National 
party, whose alm it is to secure good gov- 
érnment and fair dealing for the country. 
This strong organization not only has the 
army at its back, but the Shiekhs and Profes- 
sors of the EI Azhar University, an instita- 
tion which contains 16,000 members of va- 
rious kinds, the most intelligent part of the 
Arab-speaking community, their chief oppo- 
nents being the Circassians, who are wealt hy 
slaveholders, and these are hostile to two of 
the cardinal points in the national program 
—namely: the education of women and the 
suppression of the slave-trade. As to the 
policy of this party, the Standard’s corre- 
spondent says: 


The account of their motives given by the 
National party is, of course, highly creditabie 
to themseives. They profess that the principal 
raison d'etre of the movement is discontent with 
the Control, which the Egyptians, rightly or 
wrongly, believe bas ex ed its legitimate 
functions of giving advice and acting as inter- 
meédiary iu financial affairs. With this precon- 
ceived idea, Egyptian patriots not unnaturally 
look with suspicion upon the strong op tion 
which they have met with at the 
European Consuls, and attribute it to interested 
motives. They profess perfect readiness to do 
their best to insure the prompt and punctual 

ayment ot the just debts contracted by former 

overnments, for repudiation, they , would 
ruln their cause, since no — can hope to 
retrieve its position by committing an act of 
national bankruptey. After this protestation, if 
they are worried by foreign intervention they 
will always be able to cast their published pro- 
gram in the bondholders’ teeth, and say that 
they have only themselves to thank if the 
coupons are not paid rerulariy in the future. 
Arabi stoutly declares that Turkish intervention, 
if it assumed an active phase, and if the Porte 
were to endeavor to land troops in Egypt, would 
be as strenuously resisted as it would in the case 
of France or England. 

The friendly intercourse between Dervisch 
Pasha, the Sultan’s Commissioner, and Arabi 
Pasha, and the equally friendly communica- 
tions which have passed between Arabi and 
the Sultan himself do not indicate any danger 
of a misunderstanding in that direction, and 
there are many signs that the Khedive and 
the other two understand each other also, 
and that all their differences are settled. 
Whatever may be the outcome, in case a con- 
ference of the Powers is held, it cannot 
prejudice the reputation which Arabi Bey 
has secured as the hero thus far of the 
Egyptian situation. He has suceessfully 
held England and France at bay for a month 
after they had peremptorily ordered him into 
exile. Ille made it possible for the Sultan to 
give a check to European diplomacy that was 
very remarkable, at least fora “sick man.“ 
He placed England in a humiliating position 
which is best described in the language of 
the London Truth: “Interfering in the in- 
ternal affairs of a foreign country, and then, 
when we are kicked for our pains, running 
off to the Capital of a third Power, and ask- 
ing it to punish those who have applied 
their foot to us. This is about what we have 


done in Egypt.” 
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EDUCATED CITIZENSHIP. 

Mr. George William Curtis addressed the 
alumni of Brown University yesterday upon 
the general subject of scholarshiv in politics. 
The address was of course an able and 
learned production, but, while addressed to 
scholars, was none the less instructive to all 
classes. Separating the address from the 
orator and his peculiar audience, and ignor- 
ing the occasion of a college commencement, 
the address might be summarized as urging 
the importance of intelligent citizenship, 
and the great influence which educated citi- 
zenship always does and always must have 
in thé formation of public sentiment, and in 
leading popular judgment. The force of 
thought is slow, but inevitable. It can- 
not be baffled, defeated, or suppressed. 
Time may be needed for it to obtain its ends, 
but, as certain as the lapse of time itself, 
these ends will be reached. Intelligence 
and freedom are the grand conservators 
of all that is worth preserving in politics, 
government, and morals, and the educated 
citizen is the silent but the incessant cham- 
pion of honesty and purity, intelligence and 
morality. In his own person he is the 
teacher of these things, and at the same 
time is an illustration of their value, and his 
silent and unobtrusive example in its effects 
upon the general conduct of men is in the 
end more potential than that of a regiment 
of brawling demagogs. 

Tweed asked, in the hour of his greatest 
power. What are you going to do about 
it?“ An intelligent and educated public sen- 
timent in due time answered the statesman 
that there was a limit to lawlesness, and that 
government was instituted among men for 
public benefits, and not private gains. In 
his long and dreary imprisonment he had 
the opportunity of tracing how educated cit- 
izenship in the end is certain to overcome 
the demagog and the corruptionist. The 
power of thought, even as opposed to force, 
and the inevitable triumph of epinion was 
happily illustrated by Mr. Curtis in the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

Despite Napoleon even battles are not sums in 
arith metic. a that a General half of 
whose success was due to a sentiment, the glory 
of France, which weided his army into a thun- 
derbolt, and still burns for us in the tervid song 
of Béranger, should have supposed that it is 
numbers and not conviction and enthusiasm 
which wins the final victory. The career of no 
man in our time illustrates this truth more 
signally than Gartbaldt's. He was the sym- 
bol of the sentiment which the wise 
Cavour molded mio a nation, and he 
will be always canonized more universally 
than any Italian patriot, because no other 
represents so purely and simply to the national 
imagination the ltalian ideal of patriotic devo- 
tion. His enthusiasm of conviction made no 
calculation of defeat, because while he could be 
bamed he could not be beaten. It was a stream 
flowing from the mountain hight which might 
be delayed or diverted, but knew instinctively 
that it must reach the sea. Italia fara da se.” 
Garibaldi was that faith incarnate, and the 
prophecy is fulfilled. Italy, more proud than 
stricken, bears his bust to the Capitol, and there 
the r marbie will say while Rome en- 


dures one man with God, with country, 
with duty and conscience, is at last the majority. 


A striking instance of the power of edu- 
cated citizenship is shown at this day in the 
unequal contest now pending between 
machine politics and considerations of the 
public policy of honest civil service. The 
demand for reform of the civil service was 
made by afew ata time when the Govern- 
ment in all its branches was in the hands of 
an exulting majority, and of a majority 
which hardly recognized the right of a minor- 
ity to exist. Every office in the land was in 
the possession of a partisan, selected because 
he was a partisan, and protected in his place 
by some, one who needed partisans to 
fight his battles. The National Leg- 
islature was a body which had usurped 
the Executive functions of appointment. 
Every Senator or Representative had 
taken to himself his quota of personal fol- 
lowers and quartered them on the Public 
Treasury. In the enthusiasm of their power 
this legislative body had voted to its own 
members a special donation out of the Na- 
tional Treasury. Public opinion was held in 
contempt. Men who objected that the civil 
service was not a. personal gift in the hands 
of Congressmen, and that the civil service 
should be in the hands of competent men of 
personal integrity, were sneered at as old 
fogies, schoolmasters and pedagogs, schol- 
ars, and men of wprogressive ideas, and 
who would make honesty and capacity supe- 
rior to party exigeney. Party, it was claimed, 
was essential to National safety, and the 
machine was essential to party. 80 there 
was a machine ereeted in every county, ana 
the power of all these machines was concen- 
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until at last we had acommanding statesman 
in each State who did all the thinking, and 
voting, and taxing, and spending, and office- 
creating for the whole people of the State. 
Against this horrible system of politics 
there was no voice raised but that of edu- 
cated citizenship. Alexander and his Gen- 
erals were not more supreme then the head 
of the machine at Washington and his 
chiefs of the machines in the various States. 
Like Tweed these men asked, What are 
you schoolmasters and scholars going to do 
about it?“ The almost silent influence of 
educated citizenship has dealt with machine 
politics as did the same influence with the 
New York robber. It has dethroned the 
usurpers. Two years ago, at the Chicago 
Convention, the machine was finally over- 
thrown, and today a candidate bearing the 
medallion of the old once imperious 
self-constituted rulers of the Nation is cer- 
tain to encounter popular defeat. Educated 
citizenship has accomplished the deliver- 
ance ot the Government and the restoration 
of honest government. There is not a State 
in the Union today—not even Pennsyivania, 
the most machine-ridden State in the land— 
where any party can defy the advocates of a 
thoroughly reformed civil-service system 
and expect to survive. Bossism is the last 
remaining form of the machine polities which 
reached its maximum of power in March, 
1873. It has fallen before the tireless infiu- 
ence of educated citizenship, and will never 
rise again. Blind, unreasoning partisanship 


is but a degree removed from the insanity of 


a mob, and it has lost its frenzy. A party 
now must have something better and 
higher to commend it than the mere 
“hoop-la” of old party names and titles, It 
must commend itself to the intelligent, edu- 
cated citizenship, on which the freedom, the 
prosperity, and the permanency of our 
Nation must depend for support. It is but 
just to say that in this mighty struggle 
which has raged between partisan despotism 
and partisan madness on the one hand and 
intelligent, educated citizenship on the 
other, there has been no abler, more un- 
flinching, and accomplished laborer for the 
right, and no one who has done more suc- 
cessful work in promoting educated citizen- 
ship, than Mr. George William Curtis.

EDUCATION IN POLITICS. 

In the address delivered yesterday by Mr. 
George W. Curtis before the alumni at 
Brown University, of which we have spoken 
elsewhere in this paper, that gentleman used 


the following language: 

But, still further, it is educated citizenship 
which, while defining the rightful limitation of 
the power of the majority, is most loyal to its 
legitimate authority foremost always in 
rescuing it from the treachery of political ped- 
diers and parasites. The rural statesmen who 
tounded the Republic saw in vision a homogeue- 
ous and intelliwent community, the peace, and 

rosperity, and intelligence of the 

ected in the virtue and wisdom of the Govern- 
ment. But is this our actual America or a 
glimvse of Arcadia? is this the United States, 
or Plato's Republic, or Harrington's Oceana, or 
Utopia? What are the 
political maxims of the hour? In Rome 
do as the Romans do. Fight fire with 
fire. Beat the devil with his own weap- 
ons. Take men as they are, and don't 
affect superior goodness. Beware of the 
politics of the moon and Sunday-school states- 
manshbip. ‘This is our current political wisdom, 
and the results are familiar. ‘This is a nasty 
State,“ cries the eager partisan, “and 1 hope 
we bave done nasty work enough to carry it.“ 
“The conduct of the opposition,” says another, 
“was infamous. They resorted to every kind 
of base and contemptible means, and thank 
God we have beaten them at their own game.“ 
The majority is overthrown by the —5 
machinery intended to secure its will. The ma- 
chinery is oiled by corruption and grinds the 
honest majority to powder. And it is educated 
citizenship, the wisdom and energy of men who 
are classed as prigs, ants, and impractica- 
bles, which is first and most efficient in breaking 
the machine and releasing the majority. It wus 
this which rescued New York from Tweed, and 
which everywhere challenges and demolishes a 
Tweed tyranny by whatever name it may be 
known. 

Every year at the collere commencement the 
American scholar is exborted to do his duty. 
But every pewspaper proves that he is doing it. 
For he is the most practical politician who shows 
his fellow-citizens, as the wise old sailor told 
his shipmates, that God has somehow so fixed 
the world that a man can afford to do about 
right.“ Take from the country at this moment 
the educated power which is contemned as ro- 
mantic and sentimental, and you would take 
from the army its General, from the ship its 
com pass, from national action its moral main- 
spring. It is not the demagog and the shouting 
rabbie: it is the people heeding the word 
of the thinker, and the lesson of oex- 
perience, which secures the welfare of the 
American Republic and enlarges buman liberty. 
If American scholarship does not carry the elec- 
tion today, it determines the policy of tomor- 
rows Calm, patient, confident, heroic, in our 
busy and material life it perpetually vindicates 
the truth that the things which are unseen are 
eternal. So in the cloudless midsummer Ky 
serenely shines the moon, while the tumultuous 
ocean rolls and murmurs beneath, the type of 
illimitabie and unbridied power. But resistles- 
ly marshaied by celestial laws, all the wild 
waters, beaving from poiete pole, rise and ro- 
eede, obedient to that mild Queen of Heaven. 


Sir Thomas More's 


Gen. RosEcRANS has been long enough in 
party politics to imagine himself of con- 
siderable consequence.

The two Republican mem- 
bers of the Lower House at Springfleid under 
the circumstances will come from Vermilion, 
which has already pronounced tn favor of Will- 
iam J. Calhoun, of Danville, the witty Jo Mann's 
law partner, and for Dr. R. B. Ray, of Fairmont. 
The Democrats will probably nominate Eugene 
R. E. Kimbrough, of Danville, for the minority 
Representative, while the Sage of Barrataria”’ 
will take the track as a full-fledged Independ- 
ent, local-option, anti- Railroad-and- Warehouse- 
Board candidate.

A VERY interesting and somewhat bitter 
contest is in progress for the Kepublican nomi-

Hon. Charles Henry Jonn Chetwynd Talbot, Karl 
of Shrewsbury. Auswers were filed denying the 
charge, but practically there was no defense. 

In opening the case Mr. Inderwick, O. C., said 
that the petitioner was married to tne respond- 
ent on Sept. 25, 1873, at the parish church of Ash- 
over, in Derbyshire.

EDUCATIONAL. 
Northwestern 


University Commence- 
ment—- Meeting of Trustees. 

The annual meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of the Northwestern University was held at the 
institution ig Evanston, commencing at 10 0’ clo 4x 
y morning. The following Trustees 
were present: Dr. N. 8. Davis, H. 8. Towle, 
the Rev. R. M. Hatfield, J. 8. Kirk, James Frake, 
Judge Grant Goodrich, William Deering, R. F. 
Queal, Mrs. C. E. Queal, Judge J. B. Bradwell, T. 
C. Hoag, D. McWliliains, the Rev. R. Honey, Or- 
rington Lunt, J. G. Hamilton, O. H. Horton, Mrs. 
M. H. Willard, Mrs. E. H. Miller, the Revs. R. M. 


Sheppard, W. A. Spencer, D. F. Barnes, and J. 
W. Honey. 

Orrington Lunt presided. 

The Rev, Dr. Joseph Cummings, President of 
the University, submitted bis annual report. 
He stated that although be bad been at the head 
but oue year he had had time to mark the grat- 
ityimm success of the university asa whole. En- 
couragement had come from all quarters, and 
he wished to thank these friends publicly. He 
urged the adoption of a fitting memorial on 
the death of Bishop Haven, whose services 
had been 680 great and so lasting. The 
year had been one of gratifying success. 
The students were increasing in numbers, there 
being this year fifty-seven fresuwen, tweaty- 
six soph-omores, twenty-five juniors, twen- 
ty-four seniors, and twenty-nine in spe- 
cial branches of study. There were now 101 
Students in the collewiate course, and the pre- 
paratory department was even more successful, 
with 251 names on its roll the present year. The 
college needed the services of au instructor iu 
chemistry, and the President was pleased to 
recowmend Prof. Long tor that position. The 
Oppesition to the holding of untaxed lands by 
the university was disappearing iu a measure, 
but to stop all complaints it was necessary to 
improve the lands us rapidly as possible, and 
build substantial houses for the iustruct- 
ors. The President was tired of begging and 
hoped that an effort would be successfully made 
to establish a permanent endowment fund, as 
the institution was too old to be soliciting fur 
current expeuditures. An enlarged laboratory 
and more complete scientitic apparatus were 
ulso greatly needed immediately. 

President Cummings, Judge Goodrich, Dr. 
Davia, and Dr. Honey were appointed to prepare 
the minute On the death of Lishop Haven, and 
later on they reported suitable resolutions de- 
pioring their great loss, and reciting bis invalua- 
bie services to the educational cause. The reso- 
luGons were passed by the customary rising vote. 

Dr. N. S. Davis, tne Dean of the Chicago Medi- 
cal College, presented the report of that institu- 
tion. The school was out of debt, and the re- 
ceipts for the year had been nearly $10,000. 
There were this year thirty-seven graduates, and 
189 students bad attended lectures during the 
year. There bad been a number of changes in 
the faculty, but they were ali satisfactory, and 
that branch of the university was in a fiourisbh- 
ing condition, and mary improvements bad 
been made in the buildings and apparatus. 

Jane M. Bancroft, the Dean of the Women's 
Coliege, presented a report showing that for 
the tirst time in its history every room 
in the college was occupied. There were 
at the opening of the year fixty-nine 
students on the rolis, as compared with 
thirty-eight last year, and forty-six, which was 
the highest attendance for any previous year. 
A number of needed improvements nuve been 
made and the sanitary condition of the buiid- 
ings bas been much improved. The ruies by 
which all the young ladies, whether boarding iu 
the instituWwon or not, are brought under the 
sume governinent have proved a great and sat- 
isfactory success. The religious interest has 
been steadily maintained. The art department 
has had an increase of students, but it neers the 
preparation of a graded course of study and a 
well-filled art-gallery with such casts, puintings, 
Ste., as are needed to illustrate the 
history of art. There has been but little 
sickness in the college. but the Dean strongly 
‘urwes that an elevator be built at once, as the 
young ladies are certainly somewhat injured by 
the necessity of climbing and descending long 
flights of stairs. 

Appended to this report was that of Mrs. F. 
D. Hemenway, Secretary of the Woman's Edu- 
cational Aid Associawen. There bave been 
twenty-nine young ladies boarding in the cot- 
tage during the year. The aggregate dues were 
$1,924 whicb- dave all been paid in with the ex- 
cepuon of $145 which will be soou received. Ine 
receipts for the year were $2,454, and the ex- 
penditures $2,104. 

Prot. Oren E. Locke, Director of the Conserva- 
tory of Music, in presenting bis annual report 
stated that the school tinds itself at the end of 
the year in a condition of which it may well be 
proud. There bave been 159 pupils during the 
year, of whom Ib were receiving inostructions 
ou the piano, thirty-one ip vocal music, twenty- 
three in harmony and musical composition, and 
the others on the organ and orchestral inustru- 
ments. To accommodate the increase iu the 
number of pupils the capacity of the institution 
bas been greatly taxed, and therefore the 
Director feels obliged to ask for additignal ac- 
commodations. The number of lesson given 
bas risen from 5,000 in 1881 to over 58,000 the past 
year. During the year a number of concerts and 
recitals have been givea by the pupils, which 
bave been cordially indorsed and encouraged by 
the public. 

Mr. O. H. Horton reported that the Union Col- 
lewe of Law had this year graduated fifty-three 
students, and that the attendance during the 
rear had been 180, an increase of twenty-nine. 
The institution was out of deot and in a more 
properous condition than ever before. 

Mr. Thomas C. Hoag. the Treasurer, presented 
the annual report of the finaoces of the institu - 
tion. The receipts for the year were $76,857. and 
the disbursements $76,100, there being a balance 
on hand of $2,055. The tustitution now holds 

roperty valued at $1,217,663, of which $1,152,066 is 
n real estate, $25,000 in the library, 815.000 in the 
Chicago Medical College, and the balance in 
otber securites. The liabilities of the institu- 
tion consist of bills and bonds outstanding 
amounting to $200,878, on which there is an an- 
nua! interest charge of $14,061, which with other 
book accounts swell the total of liabilities to 
$209,816, making the net value of the property of 
the institution $1,007,846. The receipis from the 
Women’s College were $13,745, which is an in- 
crease of over the estimates. The averuge 
number of boarders was sixty-three, an increase 
of twenty-six. lu this connection the Treasurer 
recommends a revision of the scale of 
prices. The receipts from the art de- 
partment were $1.23, an increase over 
the past year of $171. The Conservatory of 
Music bas u much more successful, the tui- 
tion fees amounting to $1,675. The Preparatory 
Department has also met with astonishing suc- 
cess, the receipts aggregating $6,278 as compared 
with $4,817 last year. It has been ditlicult to 
bring the real estate of the —— into the 
market, as but little of it is centrally located. 
Two lots have been sold for $2,250. The leases 
for the yeur produced $21,043, aad it was eati- 
mated that the coming year they would falt to

Commencement Week at Brown Uni- 
versity, Providence, R. 1. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Proviperce, R. I., June This is com- 
mencement week at Brown University, and to- 
morrow is commencement day. Today the an- 
nual meeting of the Phi Beta Kappa Society 
was held, and Prof. John H. Appleton was chosen 
President. At the conclusion of the business 
meeting the alumni marched to the old First 
Baptist meeting- house and listened to a thougut- 
ful and eloquent address by George William 
Curtis, of New York. The orator's subject was 
“The Leadership of Educated Men.” He made 
a powerful plea against the growing popu- 
lar notion that educated men are averse to 
political life, or are failures when in it, and 
drew confutative arguments and fliustrations 
‘from English and American experience. “The 
eration,” says an evening paper, “is by tar the 
abiest contribudion to the present discussion of 
the topic, and as a literary production is re- 
markable.” The following @xtract from the 
closing portion of the oration gives a wood idea 
of the whole: “It is educated citizenship, the 
wisdom and energy of men Who are classed as 
prigs. pedants, and impracticable, which is first 
and most efficient in breaking the machine and 
releasing the majority. it was this which res- 
cued New York from eed, and which 
everywhere challenges and demolishes a 
Tweed tyranny, by whatever name 
itmay be known. Every year at the college 
commencewent the American scholar is ex- 
pected to do bis duty, but every newspaper 
proves that he is doing it, for he is the most prac- 
tical politician who shows bis fellow-citizens, as 
the wise old sallor told his shipmates, that ‘God 
has somehow so fixed the world that a man can 
afford to do about right. Take from the coug- 
try at this moment the educated power which is 
condemned as romantic and séntimentai, and 
you would take from the army its General, from 
the ship its compass, from national action its 
moral — It is not the demagog and 
the shouting rabble, it is the people heeding the 
word of the thinker and the lesson of experi- 
ence, which secures the wéifare of the American 
Kepublic and enlarges human liberty. If Amer- 
icon scholarship does not Carry the election to- 
day it determines the poticy of tomorrow. Calm, 
patient, contident, herote in our busy and ma- 
terial life, it perpetuaily vindicates the truth 
that the things which are unscen are eternal. 60

NUMISMATICS. 
A LARGE SALE OF COINS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 20.—The sale of coins, med- 
als, etc., belonging to the collection of the late 
Charles I. Bushnell, was berun here this morn- 
ing. This sale is one of the most important of 
its kind which has ever occurred in the United 
States, the collection, which numbers over 
3,000 coins and medals, containing a great many 
which are celebrated and rare, and a number 
that are unique. The prices realized were satis- 
factory, and most of the coins were purchased 
by collectors, a great many going 
to the Chapmans, of Philadelphia. 
The largest price brought was by the 
* Good Samaritan shilling, datea 
1652, which was bought by the Chapmans for 
3650. The piece has been Oonsidered unique for 
more than 200 years. Mr. Bushnell valued it at 
81.000, and considered it and his Lord Baltimore 
penny 
THE MOST IMPORTANT PIECES IN HIS COL- 

LECTION. 

The latter coin was also purchased by the Chap- 
mans for $550. It is unique, and bears the date 
of 16589 and a bust of Lord Baltimore. It is of 
copper and weighs 59% grains. Another famous 
coin sold was one of only three 
Virginia shillings of 1774 which are known. It 
brought $105, which is a comparatively small 
price, one of them having been soid for $190 at 
a sale in 1865. A brouze medai, which was 
executed by Dup and struck in 
1790 by order of Thomas Jefferson, then Secre- 
tary of State, brought $50. It cost Mr. Bushnell 
$10. A very rare bronze medal of 1834 was 
struck off for $55.50. It bears upon its obverse 
side a fine bust and the inscription: “To Charles 
Carroll, of Oarrolton.” 


A VERY RARE SILVER MASSACHUSETTS SIX- 
PENCE 
of 1682 brought $71.25. A shilling of the same 
date and locality, the first coin of America, was 
bid off for $51. A threepence of the Willow- 
tree series of 1672, which is  consid- 
ered unique, brought $28. An extremely 
rare Shiliing of this series and date was sold for 
$25, and a sixpence for $16. Besides the famous 
Baltimore penny.“ others of the Maryland 
coins sold well. A silver shilling of 1659, 
with a bust of Lord Bakimore upon 
its obverse side and a crowned shield upon its 
reverse side, brought $55.50. A sixpence of the 
same date and design sold for $34, and a groat, 
or fourpence, for $34. Mr. Bushnell’s coliec-

THE ROSA AMERICAN SERIES, 

which is considered to be the finest ever sold, 
also realized good prices. A penny with the 
head of George l. upon its obverse side, of which 
but two similar pieces are extant, and which 
is quite. celebrated among collectors, 
was knocked down for S65. It 
was purchased by Mr. Bushnell at 
the Mickley sale in Philadelphia for 852.50. 
Among the well-known specimens which are yet 
to be sold is a specimenof the Confederate 
penny, of which only four are known: an 
exceedingly rare George Washington penny 
of 1786; a George Clinton penny of 187; the 
celebrated and rare Ephraim Brasber doubloon 
of 1787, which Mr. Bushnell valued at $1,000; the 
Philadelphia corporation shilling; a Washing- 
ton haif-dollar of 178, which is consid- 
ered the connecting link detveen the 
Washington coins and the coinage of 1791 
and 1782; a Roman head penny of De; a set of 
the season medals; a set of quarter-dollars of 
the hard times tokens,“ from 1834 to 1841: and 
one of the finest collections of United States 
pennies ever sold.

CASUALTIES. 


Further Particulars of the Sinking of 
the Ship Escambia on the Pacific 
Coast—Escape of the Captain and 
Three Companions, 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—By telephone from 
Point Lobos it is learned that Capt. Purvis, with 
the engineer, cook, and steward of the Escam- 
bia, came asbore in one of the ship's boats about 
daylight near the Ocean House. It proves dirfi- 
cult to obtain much information regarding the 
loss of the steamer. Capt. Purvis has been 
closeted during the morning with the con- 
signees, and the men rescued with him have 
been stowed away to sleep off the fatigue of the 
night’s struggle with the waves. This much, 
however, has been gleaned from statements 
made by the Captain and by the stevedores who 
stowed the vessel. Owing tothe empty condi- 
tion of the water ballast- tanks and the coal car- 
ried on deck 

THE SHIP WAS CRANK. 

On getting outside she encountered a heavy 
sea. One of the journals became heated and the 
engines were stopped. The ship, losing head- 
way, fell off into a trough of the sea, and a wave 
boarded her, throwing her ou her beam ends. 
All hands rushed ou deck, and water began to 
pour in through the skylights and hatches on 
deck. Owing to the dangerous position of the 
shipno one would go below to start the engine 
and get her head co the sea again, and she filled 
rapidly and sank. The Captain, engineer, and 
seven others got into one boat, and nine men 
took the life-boat. The latter boat was full of 
water and bad nooars. The Captain supposes 
that the remainder of the crew, eleven in num- 
ber, 


WENT DOWN WITH THE SHIP. 
The Captain's boat pulled around in the dark- 
ness untilabout lin the morning, when an at- 
tempt was made to land on Ocean Beach. The 
boat swamped, and only fourof the occupants 
succeeded in reaching land. This morning 
search was made along the beach for the bodies 
of the other occupants of the boat, but no trace 
of them was found. The revenue cutter Rich- 
ard Rush is now out looking for the life-boat. 
The Escambia had on board a cargo of wheat 
valued at $90,000, fully insured. The ship is be- 
lieved to be insuredin Liverpool. It is stated 
that it is the custom to empty the water tanks 


on loading, and, as coal is used up, to fill the 
tanks to preserve stability. The general im- 
pression is that the disaster was due to piling 
coal on deck.

OUR CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


It Will Mereafter Bank with Phila- 
deiphia and Boston. 

Collector Spalding yesterday received a tele- 
gram from Congressman George R. Davis con- 
taining the information that the Committee on 
Ways and Means had decided to report favora- 
bly upon a bill introduced by Mr. Davis making 
Chicago a port of the second class, ranking with 
Philadelphia and Boston. Under Sec. 23 of an 
act passed June 22, 1873, the ports of entry were 
classed as follows: First—New York City. Sec- 
ond—Boston and Philadelpeia. ‘Third—Balti- 
more, San Francisco, and New Orleans. Fourth 
~—Portiand, Me. It will thus be seen that 
Chicago bas had no classification, and not- 
withstanding the fact that the receipts 
of customs for several years have 
fully entitled this city to rank among those of 
the class to which there is now a prospect of 
placing it, the port has been known as an un- 
enumerated one. The increase in the volume 
of business through the Custom-House has 
been remarkable, and the importance of Chi- 
cago asa port of entry. while familiar to its 
merchants and business men, has not received 
the recognition which it deserved at Washing- 
ton. Previous to the appointment of Collector 
Spalding. a bill was drawn up witha view of 
securing su@h recognition, but not until yester- 
day has anything detinit been done in regard to 
it. Mr. Spalding. with the aid of friends and a 
working intiuence which has at length been felt, 
has finally convinced the committee in waose 
hands the bill has remained so long that Chi- 
cago bas reached a ieadiag position among the 
import centres of the country, and it now 
remains for both Houses of Congress to pass the 
vill, as recommended, and this city wifl at once 
secure addiuonal facilities which will still 
further increase foreign importations. Collector 
Spaiding is specially weill pleased at the pros- 
pect, and in bis satisfaction is joined by all the 
old empioyés in the various departments of the 
customs service. It the bill shouid receive the 
favorable consideration of Congress this port 
will be entitied toa Supervisor of Customs, an

The Prospects in the Northwest 
Foretelling an Immense 
Crop. 


All the Setbacks of the Southern 
Counties Overbalanced at 
the North. 


Farmers in Some Parts of Dlinois 
Much Disheartened—Others 
Jubilant. 


Nebraska Will Harvest the Largest Wheat 
Orop Ever Raised in the 
State. 


A Most Promising Outlook for the 
Wheat and Corn Crops of Dakota and 
Minnesota.

Sr. Paul., June 2.—The season is now far 
enough advanced to justify a general review of 
crop prospects in the Northwest. Such a re- 
view is peculiarly appropriate on account of the 
curious vicissitudes the growing crops in this 
locality have so far undergone. To begin with, 
farming in the Northwest took on new condi- 
tions this year which have exposed it to a great- 
er variety of risks. For many years past, Min- 
nesota has been what Dakota is now, an almost 
exclusively wheat country. It has taken four 
successive failures of the wheat cropin the 
southern part of this State to teach 
farmers to diversifiy their culture. They 
finally learned their lesson this year, and the re- 
sult has been such a wholesale abandonwent of 
wheat-raising that many counties will not re- 
turn half as much acreage in e as in 1881 
r 
cent. a 
in these counties, most of which lie south of the 
Minnesota River, bas increased by the breaking 
up of new land on the western frontier, and the 
wheat deficiency has been supplied by an enor- 
mous increase in the acreage devoted to corn, 
oats, bay, and dairy and stock farming. 

A GREAT MANY NEW STOCK-FARMS 


and creameries have been established, and a 
great deal of corn will be raised for feeding to 
hogs. is makes it necessary, in diseu

It 
is a moderate estimate to suppose that the acre- 
age of Minnesota and Dakota together will not 
fall below that of 1881, even if in Minnesota 
alone the deficiency in the southern counties 
exceeds the increase in the nor much 
for acreage. 


THE CONDITION OF THE VARIOUS CROPS 


is not so simple a matter. The season at the 
outset was rather favorable than the reverse. 
the spring was early and an n 
winter, with frost enough to mellow 
the soil, but with lit snow, ut tbe 
ground in good condition. y whack 
was excessive moisture in so low grounds, 
and the Red River floods, Which delayed seeding 
in some fields. This was not agenerai or serious 
difficulty, bowever, and the earliest crop, wheat, 
was generally got into the ground in con- 
dition in the warm, * days of April. This 
favorable season was llowed, however, by two 
or three weeks of cold, damp, chilly weather, 
which seriously retarded corn planting. 
Throughout the whole of May grave anxiety 
was feit for the safety of the corn planting, and 
great discouragement was exp for the re- 
sult of the new experiment. Pianting was ab- 
solutely cheeked at a time when there was not 
a day to be lost, and corn that had been planted 
before the rains began rottedin the ground or 
came up in sickly, unpromising shape. This 
condition of things lasted until well into June, 
and as a result 

THE CORN CROP 
in all parts of the State is at least three weeks 
backward. This season of cold and wet was, 
however, positively favorable to wheat, which 
gained strong root and a vigorous start for the 
stalk. Early this month the weather changed, 
and a season of warm, almost suitry, days 
gan, with occasional warm, light rains. This 
gave an impetus to alicrops. Corn made up a 
good deal of the ground lostand wheat gained 
additional strep Last week there was fear 
that the weather was too warm and dry for 
wheat, — the best possible for corn, but 
there have n heavy rains since, and now 
there is no visible danger unless the rains prove 
heavy enouch to create standing water on some 
low lands and drown out the young grain. 

This, then, is the geueral situation now: 
Wheat is farther advanced than usual at this 
season, has a good stand, color, and root; is thick 
and strong in the ground, and bas every possi- 
ble promise of a good crop. In the northern 
part of the State itis six to eight inches high, 
and in the south it is nearly ready to head out. 
Corn is still backward, but bas gained consider- 
ably upon its relative condition a few weeks 
ago, and is improving in color and vigor. If it 
has a warm midsummer and escapes early frosts 
there will be an average yield. if wheat es- 
capes the dangers that beset it between now and 
harvest the yield and quality will be 


FAR ABOVE THE AVERAGE, 


and still further above those of the last few 
years. These dangers are mainly three—too rank 
growth, developing the stoqg at expense of 
the kernel; hot weather during the milk period, 
which may biast it as in 1880; or a wet harvest, 
which may ruin 2 upon the eve of its suc- 
cessful gathering. as in 1881. If these are es- 
caped, the wheat yield of the State this year 
will probably be the greatest in its history. In 
1880 the State raised some 39,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. In 1881. with the same average, it fell to 
about 35,000,000. This year, if my estimate of 
acreage is correct, it promises to exceed 40,000,- 
Corn — 1 pe 20,000,000 bushels, 
against perhaps 000 bushels last year. if 
the lost ground of the early 2 is recovered 
later, the yield may reach 26,000,000 to 30,000,000. 
Oats, rye,and barley share the favorable pros- 
pects of wheat, and there will be an increased 
yield of all,

A BRIDE OF TWO DAYS. 


At the End of Which Time She Was 
OCruelly Murdered in a Mysterious 
Manner by Unknown Partics.

GALENA, III., June 20.—On Wednesday morn- 

ing last the dead body of Mrs. Emma Sisly, a 

bride of only two days, was found a few rods 

from the house of Mrs. Stone, mother of Mr. 

Sisly, a few miles north of Platteville. When 

discovered the dead woman lay upon ber back, 

with both arms extended, and upon ber breast 
was a revolver, with four barrels empty. On 
examination it was ascertained that four balls 
had entered Mrs. Sisly’s breast, two of which had 
pierced the beart. It was at first thought to be 

a case of suicide, but later developments stamp 

it as one of the most brutal murders in 

the annals of Southern Wisconsin’ crime. 

The deceased was the daughter of Hiram Brenk- 

ford, a res ed and well-to-do farmer of the 

Town of Mifflin, Grant County, Wis. She was 

married on Monday,the 12th inst., to one Lon 

Sisly,.and on the following day lett, in compan 

with her husband, for Platteville, stoppin 

over night at the house of Mrs. Scone, with 
whom lived aman named Hamilton and his wife. 

On Wednesday morning the dead body of Mrs. 

Sisly was found, as above indicated. An in- 

quest was held, and a verdict of murder pro- 

nounced. The facts as to the perpetrators of 
the crime or the cause thereof seem to be 
veiled in mystery. The stories told by the in- 
mates of the Stone bouse are strange and con- 
flicting. Yesterday Sheriff Lane, of Lancaster, 
and Deputy-Sberif! Rewey, of Platteville, pro- 
ceeded to the house of Mrs. Stone with warrants 
for the arrest of the entire family. The matter 
bas caused great excitement in Grant County, 
and further developments are anxiously awaited.

This does not apply to business from 
points north and east of Lafayette, Ind., and 
local of and including Detroit, Toledo, Defiance, 
and Fort Wayne, but may apply to business des- 
tined as above from all other common points 
east of the State of Iilinois and west of the 
trunk lines’ termini. 

Southwestern Railroad u may 
derstood to include all freight trame destined to 
ansas City. Mo., and 
Atchison or Leavenworth, Kas., excepting as 
follows: To points in Colorado or on the Denver 
& Rio Grande Railway, to points on the South- 
ern Pacilic Railroad, and to points ou the main 
line of the Union Pacific Railway, or west 
thereof. 

The Colorado Traffic Association embraces all 
freight tratlic destined to any point in the State 
of Colorado, or on the Denver & Rio Grande 
Nallway carried via Council Bluffs, Piattsmouth, 
Atchison, Leavenworth, Kansas City, or south 
thereof. The lines on which the said trafiic 
originates are at liberty to quote from common 
points in the territory above described to any 
point ou the Mississippi River, from Ulluton, Ia., 
to Louisiana, Mo., inclusive, the rates which 
may be current from time to time from such 
common points to the Mississippi River, subject 
to the local rates of the associations above 
named fromthe Mississippi River to the Mis- 
souri River; and the roads leading westward 
from Coicago will each accept and alike uire 
as their proportion of the current rates from 
such common points to the Mississippi River 
a division based on 207 miles for the distance be- 
tween Chicago and the several Mississippi River 
roi nts. 

The arbitraries from either bank of the Missis- 
sippi River to the Missouri River are: First- 
class, 65 cents per 100 pounds; second, 50: third,

A good although not a large house witnessed 
the second performance of * Pinafore’ this sea- 
son by the Chicago Church Choir company at 
Haverly’s Theatre last night. The fact does not 
appear to be generally remembered that during 
this engagement the curtain does not rise until 
half-past 8. The performance last evening 


moved along smoothly and evenly without any } 


noticeabie breaks and with some improvements 
in the stage business.

A little 
more life and animation all through would be a 
commendable improvement. The performance 
asa whole is an admirable one, however, and 
appears to be thoroughly appreciated by the 
audiences. Some of the principal parts are 
changed each evenimg, and last night in- 
troduced to us a charming Hebe in 
Miss Mae Laws-St. John and a new Ad- 
miral in the person of the basso, Mr. W. 
H. Clark. It is a difficult thing to get a come- 
dian, who is not a professional, and even more 
trying for an amateur, before those who know 
him well, to assume a comedy part. This com- 
pany lacks a comedian, and even Mr. Clark's 
superb voice and capital singing cqmid not en- 
tirely atone for his stolidity and failure to de- 
velop the humorous points in his part. In the 
“bell trio” he was more satisfactory, perhaps, 
than in anything eise. Mrs. McWade took the 
part of Josephine, which sbe has sung here be- 
fore. As was to be expected, the company has 
stil mformuch improvement in dramatic 
actio There is still a superabundance of 
gesture, a lack of repose on the stage, and ap- 
parent inability to decide just what to do with 
arms and legs constantly manifest.

Stocks Opened with a Break, 
Caused by a Scramble 
to Sell.

Feverishness Characterizes the 
Market—Indications of a 
Rally Today. 


The Produce Markets Rather More Act- 
ive—Provisions Firm Early, 
but Clesed Easier. 


Breadstuffs Strengthened by the Unseason- 
able Weather—Light Receipts 
of Grain. 


NANCIAL. 

Stocks opened with a bad break, caused by a 
scramble to sell. Reading ran down to 7, and 
the whole list was weak. The market was fever- 
ish all day, rising and falling, but not as a rule 
descending asain to the low figures made near 
the opening. At the close there was some weak- 
ness, especially in Louisville & Nashville, Read- 
ing, and Jersey Central. Indications favored a 
rally today, according to New York advices. 

It is claimed for Lake Shore that it is now 
bauling more cars in and out of Buffalo and 
Chicago than at this time last year, and that its 
earnings are less than then only because of the 
low rates now prevailing on west-bound busi- 
ness. 

At the meeting of the Directors of the Lacka- 
wanna held yesterday the report presented by 
President Sloan is said to bave shown net earn- 
ings for the last quarter at the rate of 15 per 
cent a year. 

Rock Isiand officials state that they feel en- 
couraged about the outlook for corn. The 
April earnings of the road increased $50,000. 
Those for May and June haverun a little behind. 
Pussenger earnings are much ahead of those for 
1881, and the company expects to pick up in its 
general business by August. 

Some of the. leading foreign houses reported 
larwe orders from London to sell American 
railway securities. The latest London dispatches 
reported consols a shade lower, and American 
railways generally tending lower. Possibly this 
movement may have some connection with Lon- 
don fears of a European war as the result of the 

jezyptian complicadon. Affairs in Egypt are in 
a most uncertain condition. The bulls in stocks 
must keep their eyes on Europe as well as on 
the corn crops. The first result of trouble there 
would certainly be a decline in our stock mar- 
ket in sympathy with the London market, which 
would weaken a good deal. 

The New York World bad another bear article 
on Northern Pacitic, claiming that two of the 
majority of the Judiciary Committee have 
changed front, and will ask that the question of 
forfeiture of land grant be reterred back to the 
Judiciary Committee. The World is rabid, and 
has been all the time on Northern Pacific. 

The best room operators thought yesterday's 
decline was forced forthe purpose of encour- 
aging short sales. 

Crocker, Stanford, and Huntington were said 
to be buying Central Pacific. 

Wabash earnings decreased $82,000 in the sec- 
ond week in J 

A Philadelphia dispatch says the Pennsylva- 
nia Company's receipts during the past month 
are unofficially reported to be the largest in the 
history of the road. The expenses are not yet 
suficientiy made up to enable a fair judgment 
regarding the pfolits, but it is believed they 

‘will make a fair comparison with 1881. 

A special Washington dispatch says: After 
considerable research I find that the influences 
which secured the appointment of Secretary 
Velier are inimical to the interests of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, and his friends go so far 
as to state that if Congress fails to act on the 
land grant this session be will refuse to issue 
any more patents to the land-grant roads where 
the lands bave not been earned. 

Mr. Gouid, Kiernan reports. is said to be deal- 
ing beuvily in bonds. His following say he bas 
bought a great many lately. There isa feeling 
in the board that he probably bas some to sell 
possibly some Texas Pacific. Mr. Sage continues 
bearish, alleging that the market bas gone up 
too fast, and will havea bad break. London 
and Amsterdam sold stocks iu this market Mon- 
day. London sold a large amount of Lake 
Shore, oue house here aisposing of nearly 10,- 
000 shares. There are good prospects for large- 
ly increased buying of bonds by Amsterdam. 
Arbitrage dealers are not disposed to sell Van- 
derbitts here for London, as the loaning rate is 
excessive and interest is lost. It is stated on 
good authority that the resignations of two 
Directors of the Louisville & Nashville Com- 
pany were made at the request of 
their colleagues. It is understood that the 
resignation of a New York Director was re- 
quested but was not obtained. No meeting has 
been held to fill the vacancies. There are sur- 
mises that some loud talk regarding the con- 
dition of the property will be heard when such a 
meeting is heid. The request for the resigna- 
tions upsets the statement that the differences 
in the management had been harmonized and 
explains the recent significant weakness of the 
stock. The advance in continued ös and 6s was 
on a demand from speculators based on the 
prospect that the Sherman 3 per cent tunding 
bill may be attached to the bill extending the 
charters of Nationai banks.

THE OLD GAME. 


Sawdust and Old Newspapeis Packed 
Up as Counterteit Money. 

A new dodge of the counterfeiter, emanating 
in the Eastern States, has recently been un- 
earthed by Turtie’s Detective Agency, of this 
city. It has some of the salient features of 
some schemes of more ancient date, but, as it is 
well enlculated to deceive, Tue Traisune pub- 
lishes the following that its readers may be upon 
their guard. A party by the name of John Ray, 
pretending to bave an office at No. 103 Second 
street, New York, sends out to the unwary and 
unfortunate a lithograpbic circular containing 
the following very peculiar information: 

New York, March 1882.—My Dear Ste: I de- 
sire to secure the services of a reiiable man in 
your locality to push the sale of a certain class 
of goods which I manufacture. My traveling 
ugent, who passed through your viciaity lately, 
informed me that you were a person on whom 
one could rely to keep a secret that promised to 
put big money in your pocket. To come to the 
point at once, Lam dealing in a peculiar brand 
of “cigars.” Read the incl extract taken 
from one of our leading pape then you will 
understand me thoroughly. IfI bave made a 
mistake by writing to the wrong man please ex- 
cuse me and just let the matter drop. For fur- 
ther particulurs address Joux RAY, 

108 Second street, care Mr. Schmidt. 

It will be seen that Mr. Ray alludes to a cer- 
tain newspaper clipping for a more accurate 
description of his new and very “taking” brand 
of “cigars.” Folded within this imitation of a 
manuscript letter Smith, Jones, or Robinson, or 
the person to whom the document is sent, dis- 
covers a slip clipped from the news column of a 
pewspaper. Itbas a fullface heading, and is 
sure to attract the attendon of the recipient, 
and reads as follows: 

“A SUPPOSED CASE OF COUNTERFEITING 
DISMISSED. 

“Yesterday morning a well-dressed lady re- 
ported to Justice Williamson that she had acci- 
dentally come into possession of a letter toa 
geutieman of this city from a wealthy counter- 
feiter in New York. The letter purported, she 
said, offering of CIGARS for sale; but that a 
detached note in the envelope  piainiy 
indicated that cCIGAHKS meant counter- 
feit money of the best quality. Upon 
these representations the gentleman was arrest- 
ed at his hotel and brought before his Honor. 
He gave his name as Robert S. Maxwell. He 
stated that he got acquainted with the lady on 
the incoming truin and conversed with her for 
two or three hours. That at the end of the route 
he missed bis pocketbook containing a sum of 
mouey and some papers of no value. That he 
was morally convineed that sbe was the thief, 
but did not wish to prosecute and concluded to 
drop her acquaintance. Upon searching his va- 
lise about $8,000 in new money, but no letters, 
were found. The Cashier of the Third National 
Bank was sent for, who, after a critical exami- 
nation, pronounced them to be genuine. He 
was, of course, discharged. Maxwell d evi- 
dentiy been drinking, and during a moment of 
excessive indulgence had given himseif away or 
bad entertained his fair acquaintance with some 
ghost stories.“ 

Putting this and that together, a tolerably 
acute individual will be suvre to recognize the 
fact thatthe “cigars’’ Mr. John Ray has for 
sale are nothing more nor less than counterfeit 
greeubacks of such an excellent character as 
rewards engraving, printing, and paper that they 
defy the closest scrutiny, and the sbovéer may 
pass them with impunity. If the recipient be 
not particularily ‘honest be may, like Maxwell, 
whois mentioned in the clipping alluded to, 
send to Mr. Kay, “ care Mr. Schmidt.“ for fur- 
ther particulars. In due time he will receive 
another lithograpbed letter from No. 103 Second 
street, informing bim that upon the re- 
ceipt of $100 by express, be John Ray, 
will forward—aiso by express—500 cigars—mean- 
ing 800 in queer greenbacks, which Dis cor- 
respondent can dispose of at par without the 
slightest cifliculty. If the party addressed is not 
well instructed iu the ways of the “cony’’ man, 
which are tortuous and serene, as well as mys- 
terious and mean. he will send the $100 in good 
money to the address of Mr. Ray, and receive in 
return a package—not of counterfcit bills. as he 
had been led to believe would be the case—but a 
parcel of slips of old newspapers, deftly cut out 
and piled in the size and shape of bank bills. As 
the gentleman who wanted to buy counterfeit 
money will be afraid to give the thing away, not 
desiring the unenviabie notoriety that might 
thus attach to his name, be pockets bis loss, as 
well as his bogus batch of notes, and says noth- 
ing. It will be the verdictof a virtuous public 
that he has been well punished. But the police 
should punish Mr. Ray just the same. 


FEMININE FRAUDS. 
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A Specimen Brick Who Has Proved a 
Source of Anneoyanee to * Tribune” 
Advertisers. 

The advertisers in Tux TRIBUNE are occasion- 
ally subjeeted to petty annoyances from tritlers, 
blackmailers, and irresponsible parties, who 
make a business of answering advertisements 
with a view of making something out of ur- 
wary people who are thoughtiess enough to pay 
attention to their communications. It bas al- 
ways been the poiicy of Tux TRIBUNE to expose 
such people as these whenever an opportunity is 
offered, as itis bound to protect its patrons. 
The majority of those who answer advertise- 
ments in this spirit are of the feminine gender, 
and they carry on their schemes under cover of 
their sex, catching many a poor man and biced- 
ing kim without mercy.

THE CITY MORGUE. 


It Forms the Subject of Grand Jury In- 
quisition. 

Mayor Harrison was no doubt greatly relieved 
in mind yesterday when, upon appearing before 
the grand jury iu answer to a subpcena as a wit- 
ness on special business, he found that he 
was not wanted upon the subject of gambling. 
The subject which the grand jury bad under 
consideration, and upon which they wanted the 
Mayor’s valuable opinion, was whether the city 
or the county ought to go to the expense 
of erecting the morgue, which has 80 
long been a necessity in this community. 
The Mayor scored several good points in his 
argument to the jury. In the first place he as- 
serted that the city was in an impoverished con- 
dition, and could ill-afford any expenditure even 
tor so necessary a purpose. The city paid by 
long odds the bulk of the county tax, and the 
latter could well afford to make the city a pres- 
eut of a handsome: morgue. In addition to this 
his Honor argucd that such an institution 
was not for the accommodation of the 
city alone, but of nevessity for the en- 
tire county, and it and its contents 
were as a matter of fact under the direct con- 
troloft the Coroner and the County Physician, 
two county oflicers. Today the members of the 
County Board will be called upon to give their 
reasons why the county should not put up a 
suitable morgue. A proposition which the 
Mayor made before leaving the jury-room is 
very likely to furnish a solution of the problem. 
The city, he thought, would be willing to give 
the land if the county would put up the bunid- 
ing. Thesite of the old morgue was entirely 
unsuitable, but the city would willingly give for 
the purpose some street end in the very beart of 
the city, where it would be equally accessible 
from all parts of town. 
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JUSTIFIABLE SHOOTING. 


Of_icer Walsh Exonerated for Slaying 
Jack Lyons, Burglar. 

Yesterday morning the Coroner held an in- 
quest in the case of Jack Lyons, the thief who 
was instantly killed about daylight Sunday 
morning by Officer Tom Walsh, of the Twelfth 
Street District. The inquest was held at the 
Twelfth Street Station, much to the dissatisfac- 
tion of the relatives and friends of the dead 
man, who wanted it held at the latter's late 
home, No. 283 West Fifteenth street. The in- 
quest developed nothing actually new in the 
case: The railroad watchmen testified to the 
the fact that a car-load of beer standing on the 
track near the corner of Sixteenth and 
Brown streets bad been broken open and ritied 
of several kegs of the beverage. Shortly after 
the discovery of the burgiary they beard tho re- 
port of Otlicer Walsh's pistol, and, upon investi- 
gation, found the officer standing Over the pros- 
trate form of Lyons, who had already breached 
his last. The officer repeated his story already 
published. He saw three men rolling two kegs 
of beer along the railroad track, and ordered 
them to halt. They all broke and ran and he 
fired three shots to frighten them, not intending 
to wound any of the trio. Hesaid he was sur- 
prised to see Lyons fall and to find that one of 
the shots bad laid him low. The wourtded thief 
was breathing his last when the Olflicer reached 
him. The jury found that the shooting was per- 
fectly justifiable. 
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CUSTOMS SEIZURE. 


A Lot of Smuggled English Thread. 

Inspector Thomas H. Keefe yesterday seized 
588 dozen of, Coats’ thread, which had been 
smuggled throueh the custom-house at Port 
Huron, Mich. The thread was found at Gore's 
uuction- House on Madison street, and was not 
seized a moment too soon, as it had been sold 
and was about to be bauled away, when the 
officer pounced down upon and took it away to 
the Appraiser’s office. A Canuck named P. 8 
Hughes is the spevulator who started the stuff 
Chicagoward, and he is under arrest at Port 
Huron, where another consignment of 600 dozen 
was seized afew days ago. The value of yes- 
terday’s seizure is about $325. The customs 
officers assert that every spool of Coats’ English 
thread offered in this market is smuggled; as 
American buyers can get no profit out of the 
duty-paid article, and have long since ceased 
purchasing it, tbe American thread surpassing 
it in every respect, 

The Government officers all over the country 
are seizing this thread wherever found, and Mr. 
Hughes, or Huggies, an alias under which he has 
been operating, has probably gotten himselt in 
a tight place.

Upper Mississippi Reservoir. 
To the Editor af The Chicaco Tribune. 

CrICcAGo, June 20.—It is proposed in Congress 
to appropriate $300,000 towards building a res- 
ervoir on or near the Upper Mississippi which 
shall collect W. save until needed the 
spring-fresbet waters that would otherwise be 
wasted. This experiment is certainly worth a 
trial, for unless something be done the Upper 
Mississippi will in less than five years be navi- 
gable by even small boats only one or two 
months in the year. Even now the channel is a 
devious and uncertain one, which puzzies the 
oldest and most experienced river pilots. Wo to 
the unfortunate boat which is unprovided witb 
spars to pry itself off sandbars and does not 
meet with another boat of the same line to as- 
sist ber—for rival lines will not come to the 
relief of each other in such 
gency—as I had reason to observe 
years ago. At that time steamboats which 
drew over three feet of water were 
sure to get stuck upon a sandbar from ten to 
twenty times between Dubuque and St. Paul. 
The sounding-lead was in almost constant requi- 
sition day and night, and our boat struck bottom 
80 many times on the trip that the voice of our 
Mark Twain soon acquired a dismal, melan- 
choly tone. I could vame several places ou the 
Upper Mississippi where the channel is 80 narrow 
that two large boats could not pass each other— 
such is the degeneracy of the once grand and 
noble Father of Waters. But the main object of 
this letter is to suggest, as a substitute for a 
reservoir—from which to feed the Mississippi in 
time of drouth—that the General Government 
appropriate enough money to cut a canal con- 
necting Lake Superior at Duluth with the St. 
Croix fiver or one ob its tributaries. A glance 
atthe map shows the distance between river 
and lake to be small, and it the topography of 
the country would permit a natural or artificial 
flow from north to south, then would such a 
canal tap an inexhaustible reservoir and be- 
come not only a valuable feeder through the St. 
Croix to the famiehed Mississippi, Dut serve asa 
temporary highway for small craft between 
river and lake. Is not this suggestion worthy 
the attention of a De Lesseps, as well as the 
authorities of Wisconsin and Minnesota and 
other States in the Mississippi Valiey?

Runinng A-Muck on Shipboard in 
Mid-Ocean— The Captain of the Free- 
man Clark Killed in His Cabin—Nar- 
row Escape of the Mate—Ah Gee and 
Ah Cang Expiste Their Crimes. 

New York Herald. June N. 

On the 9th of February the ship Freeman 
Clark, bound for New York, left Calcutta. 
There were twenty souls aboard, of whom there 
were fourteen hands before the mast. The Cap- 
tain was James 8. Dwight, an American, from 
Springtield, Mass., who was 46 years of age, a 
good-hearted, big fellow, from all accounts, who 
sacrificed the orthodox idea of discipline on ship- 
boord to the pleasanter plan of letting all under 
him enjoy themselves as best they could. He 
had shipped with him a crew consisting 
chiefiy of Norwegian and American sailors; and 
in the capacity of steward and cook sailed two 
Malayan Chinamen, Ah Gee and Ah Cung. The 
pair were quiet and well behaved, but subject, 
as most of their countrymen are, to the vice of 
opium-smoking. To maintain order aboard the 
ship and keep the pair at their posts Capt. 
Dwight found it necessary to forbid them their 
pipe, and this was the only act to which they 
could take offense. 

May 22 the ship Freeman Clark was in latitude 

20 degrees north, longitude 50 degrees west. 

Capt. Dwight, at about 5 o'clock in the morning 

called the second mate, who had been on watch, 

and went into the cabin to get a cup of coffee. 

James M. Lowrey is the name of the second 

mate. He had the largest part of the tragical 

experience aboard the Freeman ark. He went 
into the Captain's cabin and was told by Dwight 
to take a retriever dog he had chained to the 
table, out of doors and give him an airing. He 
bad met the steward (Ah Gee), * The Boy” as he 
was called aboard ship, ſuside the cabin when he 
went there for co ee, but he had not noticed any- 
thing peculiar iu his appearance. When he bad 
given the dog an airing he returned him to the 
cabin. The Captain seemed asleep at the time, 
and the second mate wenton deck. The stew- 
ard was in the cabin. He was on the opposit 
side of the table to which the dog had been 
chained, and seemed quite easy and cow posed in 
mind. Soon after, however, fle trouble began. 
Lowrey, the second mate, Standing forward, 
noticed two seamen working at the pump sudden- 
ly cease handling it and rush to the cabin. One 
stood at the door. The other entered it. The 
mute hurried up to his place, not knowing what 
was afoot, and dashed into the cabin. The nat- 
ure of the trouble was explained at a giance. 
lu the frst. mate’s cabin stood the coogK, With 
ax upraised. The steward was with him, and 
grappling one of them was Francisco, a French 
sullor, who bad been shipped tor the passage. 

Lowrey did not stop. He dashed aside the door 

of the Cuptain’s room and entered. A gruesome 

sight was before him. Capt. Dwight was on bis 
knees on the floor. From his bead and fave the 
blood wus pouring. He seemed to be dying.

Dwight. He followed them and found Williams 
aroused. The blow be had received on the head 
from the fiat of the Malay’s hatchet had 
stunned him, but it had also aroused him. He 
had raised himself in his berth and caught hold 
of the cook, who was aiming another blow at his 
head, by the elhow. The latter missed bis chance 
and struck wide of the mark. He struck the 
pillow on which Mate Williams had lala bis bead 
and a moment after he became embroiled with 
Francisco. Williams, too, who is a game man, 
had struggiea to his feet, and, although partly 
unconscious, had grabbed his assallant by the 
neck and held him there. 

He had fainted soon after this, and, although 
one of the sailors claims to remember having 
seen the First Mate wrest a knife from his an- 
tagonist and plunge it into him, the First Mate 
is oblivious of anything that occurred after the 
trouble in his cabin. 

In the pother the cook had been killed. Just 
after the c nter had let go of him, and the 
latter had fi from the steward, he had been 
struck on the back of the bead by a seaman 
whom he The man fell down and died 
in afew minutes. That was all there was of the 
run a-muck. It was begun by Malays, ended by 
Malays, and not one of the seamen was in sym- 
pathy with them, butin short order they were 
committed to the brine. 

There can be little doubt that the act of the 
cook and steward aboard the ship Freeman Clark 
was that of men crazed by their national drug 
or their national mania. It could not have been 
premeditated. Five minutes before the Ca n 
was murdered and the mate was assail the 
second mate and carpenter took coffee from the 
cook, who then was in an easy and complaisant 
frame of mind. The steward all through the 
morning bad been dischargimg his functions 
regularly, and there was nothing to indicate that 
be had suddenly become a victim to the homi- 
cidal mania. 

United States Marshal Harlow sent for Second 
Mate T. H. Lowery last evening and questioned 
him before Uuited States Commissioner Bene- 
dict concerning the tragedy. The Commissioner 
and the Marshal were satisfied that there was 
no ground upon which to base a complaint 
against the mate of the ship, as the officers and 
crew appeared to have acted in self-defense. 
The mate was therefore permitted to return to 
his vessel, 


SIBERIA. 


The City of Irkutsk—A Siberian Fire De- 
partment— Wonders of Lake Baikal— 
The Heathen Chinee—S. Innokente, 

Stberian Correspondence New York Herald. 

Much has been written in praise of Irkutsk, 
the Capital of Eastern Siberia. [t is true that 
Irkutsk was a much more presentable place be- 
tore the great fire of 1879 than it is today; but it 
must be admitted even now that the city ia its 
external appearance, and especially seen from 
a distance, is quite handsome, having broad 
streets, many fine houses, a palace in which the 
Governor-General dwells, some large public and 
military institutions, and about 20,000 inhabit- 
ants. But the giory of Irkutsk and all its repu- 
tation come from its churches—some twenty or 
twenty-five in number. These give the city an 
air of respectability and piety that is quite pre- 
possessing. It is a perfect Brooklyn of churches, 
and as each structure has four or five spiral 
domes the general effect is quite striking. 

The great fire of 1579 destroyed three-fourths 
of the entire city. Perhaps baif the houses have 
been rebuilt since that disaster. The fire oc- 
eurred on the 7th of July. It consumed no less 
than 100 buildings of stone, 3,500 of wood, six 
churches, two synagogs, two Lutheran and 
Catholic chapels, five bazaars, the custom- house, 
and the meat-market. The destruction of prop- 
erty was estimated at about $15,000,000, and 0. 
000 out of the 31,000 inhabitants were rendered 
homeless. 

The Siberian fire departments are very curi- 
ously organized. Having tb stay an hour for 
horses at a village about a hundred versts bet ore 
reaching Irkutsk my attention was attracted to 
zude paintings in white on a black ground which 
I fouod on the gate-posts of nearly every peas- 
ant's house in the village. On one would be a 
picture of a bugle. on another of a hatchet, on 
another of a horse drawing a barrel of water on 
a sled, while on others were simply numbers. 
These; hieroglypbics 1 found out had quite a 
signiticance of their own, ing con- 
stunt reminders to each villager as 
to bis peculiag duty in case a fire 
should break out. Thus the peasant with the 
hieroglyphic of the horse and the water-barrel 
had nothing to do except to appear with a sled 
and barrei full of wateron the scene; the others 
bad to bring with them the implements and 
utensils just as pictured on their gateway, while 
those whose gutes were ooly ornamen with a 
number nag to join the pumpers and bucket- 
carriers on the scene of the fire as quickly as 
possible. The method of indicating where the 
fre rages is done in Irkutsk during the day by 
hanging balls out on an elevated signal tower; 
at night these are replaced by lanterns with 
colored Elass. Fire-engines are as yet an un- 
known extravagance. 

The great liou, which in summer visitors are 
trotted out to see, is Lake Baikal, distant about 
ninety versts, and which is in reality the coldest, 
deepest, and altogether one of the most re- 
markable lakes in the world. German authors 
have called the Baikal the Lake Con- 
stance of Siberia, and as it feeds the 
Angara the latter must necessarily be the 
Siberian Rhine. The Falls of Schaffhausen are 
represented by the rapids formed where the 
Auxura leaves the lake, where the water rushes 
out with such impetuosity that it never freezes 
over though the ice on the lake itself may be six 
feet thick. The rapid occurs about five miles 
from the lake, amid majestic mountain scenery. 
The Angara is there more than a mile in width, 


and the vast volume rolls down a steep incline 
nearly four miles in length. At the head of the 


rapid and in the middie of the stream there 
rises a vast mass of rocks called the Shamen 
Karnen, from which io earlier times, when Sha- 
manism prevailed, human sacrifices were made, 
the Vietin being cast into the seething torrent 
below. The Augara is the only river that tlows 
out of the Baikal. 

The Angara is cold as ice all the summer 
through, so cold, indeed, that to bathe in it is to 
court inevitable illness, and in winter a sled- 
drive over its frozen surface is made in a tem- 
perature some degrees lower than that prevail- 
ing on the banks. This cdmes from we fuct that 
its waters are fresh from the yet unfathowed 
depths of the Baikal, which during the tive short 
months of summer has scarcely time to proper- 
ly unfreeze. In winter the luke resembles in all 
respects a miniature Arctic Ocean, having its 
Freut ice-bummocks and immense leads, over 
which the caravan sieds have to be ferried on 
large pieces of ice, just as in the frozen North. 
In winter, too, the air isso cold in the region 
ubove the lake that in winter birds flying across 
its icy bosom sometimes drop down dead on the 
surface. Some authors say seais have been 
caught in the lake of the same character as 


those found in the Arctic seas; for this assertion
